FIEST  DAY. 

University  of  the  South,         I 
Sewanee,  TENN.,  July  25th,    1S89.       f 

The  members  of  the  Board  assembled  at  St.  Augus- 
tine's Chapel  at  11  a.  m.  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  to  hear  the  address  from  the  Bishop  of 
East  Carolina.  Immediately  alter  this  service  the  mem- 
bers repaired  to  Convocation  Hall,  where  the  Board  was 
formally  called  to  order  by  the  Chancellor  at  12:45  P.  M. 
Roll  was  called  and  a  quorum  found  present,  the  follow- 
ing Bishops,  with  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees,  answering 
to  their  names  :

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  Dean's  office.  Nov.  1st,  1888 
AM  present  except.  Bishop  \V.-ed.  who  was  iil  with  yellow  fever. 
Rev.  Dr.  Gray  acted  as  Chairman.  After  considering  the  applica- 
tion ni'  Dr.  T.  M.  DuBosc.  Proctor,  the  Committee  directed  the 
Vice-Chancellor  to  nay  h\  ■-  claim  lor  a  balance  of  $12-">.00,  the 
ainonnt  being  due  on  account  of  salary  for   Lent  Term,  1888. 

The  application  of  Rev.  Mr.  Grubb  for  $100.00  additional  f.ir  ser- 
vices as  "  Precentor"  was  m»t  allowed, 

The  request  of  the  Vioc-Chaneelior  relative  bo  the  "  Damage  fee" 
was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  recommending  the  repori  of  tho  Com- 
mandant to  the  Executive  Committee  was  referred  to  ihv.  V'n-v.- 
Chaneellor  for  action.

It  was  resolved  ihat  the  Committee  endorse  the  plan  proposed 
by  the  Faculty  for  the  separation  of  Grammar  School  from  Univer- 
sity, h<>  soon  ms  money  for  the  purpo.se  he  obtained. 

Resolved,  That  fhe  Committee  approve  ihe  proposed  departure  on 
the  part  oi  the  Faculty  in  reference  to  the  discipline  of  the  Univer- 
sity, a'  oiishing  the  demerit  system. 

Resolved.  That  the  memorial  of  Major  Fairbanks  in  regard  to 
Grammar  School  discipline  and  corporal  punishment  be  referred  to 
the  Hebdomadal  Hoard,  ami  that  they  be  requested  to  carefully 
consider  the  same  and  report  to  the  next  me.etinu  of  the  Board  ^f 
Trustees. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  matter  of  the  M.  S.  degree  the  Hebdoma- 
dal Hoard  be  informed  that  they  have  full  power  to  act,  inasmuch 
as  the  present  statute  gives  them  authority  to  establish  the 
special  requirements. 

Committee  adjourned  until  the  next  morning  at 9  o'clock. 
On  Nov.  2d  Committee  met  at  9:30  a.  m.  Same  attendance  as 
the  i];iy  before,  The  Vice-Chancellor  having  asked  advice  of  the 
Committee  as  to  whether  he  had  authority  to  pay  an  additional 
$300.00  to  Gen.  Kirhy-Smilh  as  Acting  Professor  of  Botany,  it  was 
resolved  that  on  examination  of  the  record  of  the  Board  for  1888 
the.Committ.ee  find  no  appropriation  made  for  that  purpose,  nor  do 
they  find  continuance  of  such  authority  as  was  given  them  in  18u7 
to  make  the  appropriation. 

In  reference  to  the,  communication  from  the  Chancellor,  Bishop 
Gregg,  relative  to  the  proposed  Law  School,  and  endorsing  Judge 
R.  S.  Walker. *>f  Gal vestom  Texas,  for  a  position  in  the  same,  the 
Committee 

Resolved.  That  it  was  inexpedient   to  take  action   in   the  matter, 
funds  for  the  purpose  not  being  available. 
Committee  adjourned  sine  die. 


The  third  meeting  was  held  at  Fultord  Hall,  March  26th.  1889, 
at  9:45  o'clock  in  the  evening.  All  members  present.  The  action 
of  the  Committee  during  the  recess,  which  was  had  by  correspond- 
ence, authorizing  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  place  notes  in  bank  for  a 
loan  of  $1,700.00  in  order  to  pay  Professors'  salaries  for  January, 
1889,  and  a  balance  on  December,  1888,  was  ratified. 

Committee  adjourned  until  the  next  morning  at  9  o'clock,  and 
met  in  the  Dean's  office.     All  present. 
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The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  ask  that  he  urge  upon  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions the  importance  of  Resolution  (14)  in  the  Proceedings  for  1888. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Gen.  Kirby -Smith,  en- 
closing letters  from  Bishop  Galleher  and  Maj.  Fairbanks  in  regard 
to  the  former  appropriation  of  $300.00  f>r  Botanical  investigation.-*, 
and,  after  some  consideration,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  preceding  meeting  con  id  not  be 
reversed. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  informed  the  Committee  that  a  lee  of  $500 
was  due  Gov.  Marks  as  attorney  for  the  University  in  the  taxing 
suit,  and  was  requested  to  settle  the  claim  at  the  earliest  date  pos- 
sible. 

Dr.  Piggot,  ilealtb  Officer,  appeared  before  the  Committee  at 
their  request,  in  order  to  report  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
mountain,  and  what  action  had  been  taken  in  reference  to  Resolu- 
tions (G),  (7)  and  (9)  in  the  Proceedings  fur  1888.  Dr.  Piggot  stated 
that  he  would  confer  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  immediately,  and 
hoped  for  satisfactory  results.  The  Committee  urged  upon  him 
the  importance  of  immediate  action. 

The  condition  of  the  Grammar  School  was  next  considered,  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Head-Master  and 
inform  him  of  the  many  complaints  that  had  been  brought  before 
the  Committee,  and  insisted  that  he  should  require  of  the  Assistant 
Masters  a  recognition  of  their  responsibility  for  Grammar  School 
students  outside  of  the  class-room. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  requested  to  appoint  the  preacher  of 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  for  1889  and  the  Commencement  Orator, 
and  the  Committee  was  subsequently  notified  that  the  lit,  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  James  Steptoe  Johnston,  D.  D.,  had 
been  invited  to  preach  the  Sermon,  and  Hon  Benton  McMillan, 
M.  C,  of  Tennessee,  to  deliver  the  Commencement  Oration 

The  Committee  adjourned  sine  die.

SECOND  DAY. 

Friday,  July  26th,  1SS9. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  a.  it.,  and,  after 
prayer  by  the  Chancellor,  the  roll  was  called  and  Mr.  J. 
R.  Procter,  Lay  Trustee  from  Kentucky,  and  Mr.  W.  W. 
Hampton,  Lay  Trustee  from  Florida,  answered  to  their 
names  and  took  their  seats. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
adopted. 

There  being  no  special  reports,  the  call  from  Dioceses 
was  made,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  DeRosset,  of  Mississippi, 
brought  up  the  question  of  the  legal  relation  between 
the  Dioceses  and  the  University,  and  submitted  a  Canon 
which  had  been  presented  to  the  Diocesan  Council  of 
Mississippi  looking  to  the  regulation  of  this  matter. 
This  Canon  was,  upon  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Statutes— amended  by  Mr.  Simrail 
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by  adding  .■    «  And  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution 

and  Statutes  be  instructed  to  inquire  into,  and  to  report, 
the  legal  status  and  connexion  of  the  Dioceses  in  their 
relation  to  this  institution." 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  made  the  following  state- 
ment to  the  Board  : 

"It  affords  me  very  great  pleasure  to  present  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  portrait  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Wm.  Cooper,  of  Nashville, 
Tenu.  Mr.  Cooper  is  a  gentleman,  who,  to  the  skill  of  the  artist, 
adds  the  graces  of  the  Christian  and  the  well-rounded  character  of 
the  Churchman." 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Fairbanks  that  the  portrait  be 
accepted,  and  a  vote  of  thauks  be  presented  to  the  Bish- 
of  Tennessee  for  his  gift.     Carried. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  moved  :  "  That  there  be  elected  for  the 
ensuing  term  an  Executive  Committee  of  six  (6),  upon 
which  each  order  shall  be  represented,  and  of  which  the 
Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  one.  The  duties  of  said  Com- 
mittee shall  be  such  as  are  provided  in  Resolution  of 
1876,  p.  25"    This  was  carried. 

At  this  point  Mr.  McNeal,  Lay  Trustee  from  Tennes- 
see, and  Mr.  Jno.  W.  Noble,  Lay  Trustee  from  Alabama, 
appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Board  now  went  into  the  election  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  the  following  members  were 
elected :  The  Bishop  of  Florida,  Chairman  ;  Rev.  Dr. 
Gray,  Messrs.  McNeal,  Harrison  and  McBee.  These, 
with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  is  ex-officio  a  member, 
make  up  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  next  spoke  on  the  question  of 
a  scheme  of  endowment  for  the  University,  proposed  by 
the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Association  of  New  York, 
and  read  to  the  Board  a   letter  on  this  point  from  this 
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Association's  Southern  Manager,  Mr.  G.  T.  G.  White.  Mr. 
McNeal  nioved,  and  it  was  carried,  that  this  whole  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organization  to 
consider,  and  report  proper  resolution. 

Mr.  McBee,  Commissioner  of  Endowment  from  the 
Alumni,  was  called  upon  and  made  a  verbal  report. 

After  some  further  discussion,  the  Board  adjourned 
till  9  a.  M.  Julv  27, 


THIRD  DxVY. 

Saturday,  July  27,  1889. 

Board  called  to  order  at  9  a.  m.,  and  took  a  recess  to 
attend  the  Commencement  exercises  of  the  Grammar 
School  Department. 

At  12  m.,  the  Board  having  been  called  to  order,  the 
minutes  of  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  Clerical,  and  Mr.  Hammond, 
Lay  Trustee,  from  the  Alumni  Association,  appeared  and 
took  their  seats. 

Eev.  Mr.  VanHoose  moved  :  "That  a  committee  of  three 
(3)  be  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  fully  upon 
the  charter  rights  of  this  University,  and  what  legal 
changes  or  legislation  would  be  desirable,  if  any.'1 
Carried  ;  and  the  following  Committee  was  appointed  :

FOURTH  DAY. 

July  29th,   1SS9. 

Hoard  called  to  order  by  the  Chancellor  at  9  a.  m. 
After  prayer,  roll  was  called  and  minutes  read  and 
approved. 

There  being  no  special  reports  from  committees,  or 
from  Dioceses,  Rev.  Mr.  Powers  moved  :  "That  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  shall  be  fur- 
nished each  Trustee  and  officer  of  the  University  so  soon 
as  said  proceedings  may  be  published."  Amended  by 
Mr.  Hughes  to  the  effect  that  these  copies  of  proceed- 
ings shall  be  sent  to  all  officers  within  sixty  (60)  days 
after  adjournment  of  the  Board.  Motion,  as  amended, 
was  carried. 

The  Committee  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  re- 
ported through  their  Chairman,  the  Bishop  of  Western 
Texas.

Your  Committee  concurs  in  the  opinion  of  the  Vice  Chancellor 
and  the  Committee  of  last  year,  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the 
Grammar  School  should  be  separated  from  the  University  in  us 
location  a>  well  as  it,  work.  But.  until  this  can  he  accomplished, 
we  can  onlv  hope  that  the  good  hand  of  God,  who  has  <o  marvel- 
lously preserved  this  institution  through  mi  many  dangers,  difficul- 
ties and  discouragements,  will  continue  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  it, 
and  defend  it  from  the  evil  consequences  which  would  seem  nat- 
urally to  follow  from  defects  which  at  present  appear  unavoidable.

rhe  Committee  concur  with  the  Executive  Committee  in  disap- 
proving of  the  sale  of  tan-bark  timber  or  cross-ties  from  the  rjni- 
vers,ty  h.nds.  and  report  a  resolution  according.  The  Committee 
regard  the  preservanon  ofonr  forest  growth  as  of  great  importance 
on  many  accounts,  and  recommend  continual  vigilance  in  the  pre- 
vention of  trespasses. 

The  Committee  deem  if.  of  great  importance  that  the  matter  of 
leasl,,S  »"te  »»  the  d ai..  to  suitable  tenants  should  receive  es- 
pecial attention.  But  a  small  portion  of  the  lands  are  now  under 
lease  and  that  not  tin-  nest  desirable.  There  are  thousand,  of 
hue  building  sites  which  might  he  occupied  for  summer  residences 
ami  where  attractive  homes  might  be  huilt,  which  would  add  secu- 
rity to  the  future  of  the  University  and  bring  refined  and  cultivated 
famine*  annually  Lo  our  already  excellent  society,    and  the  income 
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from  the  leaseholders  of  which,  will  help  the  financial  condition  of 
the  University.  Encouragement  should  be  given  to  persons  de- 
sirous of  making  homes  here,  liberality  should  be  exercised  in  hiv- 
ing out  lots,  both  to  extent  of  area  and  location,  and  facilities 
should  be  given  for  convenient  access.  It  is,  moreover,  desirable 
that  the  residents  on  the  mountain  should  he.  less  connected  with 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  our  school  buildings  and  boarding-houses, 
a:. d  the  crowding  further  on  the  already  too  closely-filled  streets 
should  be  avoided,  it  might  be  well  to  make  a  difference  in  the 
amount  of  rental,  according  to  the  distance  from  the  Chapel,  Plats 
and  maps  of  ground  open  for  lease  should  be  provided,  and  be  ac- 
cessible, and  some  means  provided  for  euabling  persons  to  examine 
such  grounds. 

Judiciously  managed,  our  rentals  will  become  in  time,  a  source  of 
considerable  revenue,  and  we  should  lie  systematically  working  to 
that  end.  This  mountain  is  becoming  more  and  more  appreciated 
as  a  summer  resort,  and  we  can,  if  we  work  on  judicious  lines, 
utilize  our  domain  to  the  improvement  of  the  University  grounds, 
and  to  the  securing  of  a  permanent  income  from  our  otherwise  idle 
capital. 

On  this  account  we  cannot  be  too  careful  in  preserving  our 
forest  growth,  which  is  absolutely  essential  to  such  utilization.  No 
petty  amount  received  for  timber,  bark  or  cross-ties,  can  make  up 
for  the  almost  irreparable  damage  to  the  future  utilization  of  our 
mountain  location,  besides  the  danger  of  destroying  our  water  sup- 
ply, by  the  denudition  of  the  domain  of  its  forest  growth. 

The  Committee  are  much  gratified  at  the  decision  made  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Tennessee  in  the  suits  brought  by  the  University 
to  enjoin  the  taxation  of  that  part  of  the  University  domain  ex- 
empted from  taxation  by  the  Charter  of  the  University,  by  which 
"  it  is  decreed  by  the  Court  that  the  decree  of  the  Chancellor  bo 
"  reversed  ;  that  all  of  said  assessments  were  void,  because  said 
"  property  was  exempt  from  taxation  for  State  or  county  purposes 
"  so  long  as  said  property  belongs  to  the  University  ;  that  the  iu 
"  junction  against  A.  J.  Skidmora  (Trustee  for  county  of  Franklin) 
"  be  reinstated  and  hereby  made  perpetual."  The  effect  of  such 
decree  being  to  relieve  the  University  of  the  payment  of  several 
thousand  dollars  of  tax  already  assessed,  and  of  all  liability  to  tax- 
ation for  the  future  on  such  exemption  of  the  domain,  being  one 
thousand  acres,  upon  which  nearly  all  of  our  leased  property  is  sit- 
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uated.  The  Committee  recommend  that  said  decree  be  recorded 
in  our  Register  of  Deeds,  and  the  very  able  brief  and  argument  oi 
Gov.  A.  S.  Marks  in  said  ease  be  bound  and  preserved  in  the  ar- 
chives of  the  University.

Tour  Committee  on  Organization  have  read,  with  much  interest 
am!  pleasure,  the  full  and  detailed  report  made  by  Prof  Ticnf, 
Acting  Head-Master,  upon  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Grammar 
School,  and  his  suggestions  as  to  Hie  pro  pes  course  of  instruction 
and  the  best  methods  of  discipline  to  be  adopted  in  this  very  im- 
portant department  of  the  University.  The  Committee  have  been 
much  impressed  with  the  wisdom  of  many  of  these  suggestions, 
and  would  be  pleased  to  see  such  an  application  of  them  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  our  particular  situation  may  render  necessary  or  ad- 
vantageous. Hut  the  Committee  are  convinced  that  tie-  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  should  hot  venture  very  far  in  laying 
out  the  plans  upon  which  the  Grammar  School  should  be  built  up 
and  carried  on.  This  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Head-Master,  act- 
ing under  the  advice  of  the -Hebdomadal  B -ard.  in  regard  to  the 
discipline  of  Grammar  School  students,  hoth  in  the  school-room 
and  in  the  boarding-halls,  the  Acting  LI  end-Master  proposes  re- 
forms which  seem  to  the  Committee  most  necessary.  The  division 
of  the  school  info  eevera'  F  >r>ns.  with  such  prescribed  courses  of 
instruction  as  shall  insure  some  reasonable  preparation  upon  the 
part  of  tin-  student  before  he  can  be  passed  into  the  University,  has 
for  some  years  been  desired  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  we  infer 
from  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings.  Bui  in  regard  to  all  these 
matters,  your  Committee  arc  of  the  opinion  that  no  action  should 
be  taken  by  the  Board,  except  to  approve-ihe  scheme  presented  by

its  name  therefor." 

And  whereas,  it  is  recognized  that  the  said  resolution  provides 
lor  a  receipt  lor  the  fund,  and  its  secure  investment  so  as  to  faith- 
fully carry  out  the  trust  ami  its  purposes  by  the  said  Bishop  and  Fi 
nance  Committee,  in  co-operation  with  this  Board; 

And  whereas,  the  said  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  said  Convention  of  Tennessee.,  representing  the 
same  under  said  resolution,  and  this  Board  representing  the  Uni- 
versity oi  the  South,  have  agreed  that  a  secure  investment  of  the 
said  fund  can  he  hall  in  the  bonds  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
secured  by  the  mortgage  now  existing  on  its  Domain,  and  the  said 
Bishop  and  Finance  Committee  are  willing  to  invest  the  fund  in 
said  bonds  of  the  University; 

And  whereas,  there  are  now  in  the  University  Treasury  only 
bonds  of  said  character  to  the  amount  of  Twenty-seven  Hundred 
Dollars  3-ct  unsold,  while  the  fund  amounts  to  Six  Thousand  and 
Forty-Five  Dollars; 

And  whereas,  the  University  of  the  South  owns,  unencumbered 
by  any  lien  or  claim,  and  in  fee  simple,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  238G 
acres  of  land,  estimated  by  the  Board,  upon  information  and  in- 
quiry, to  be  worth  about  $3.00  per  acre; 

And  whereas,  the  said  Bishop  and  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  oi  Tennessee  are  willing  to  loan  the  remainder  of  the  said 
fund,  (over  and  above  the  $2,700  to  be  invested  in  the  unissued 
bonds1)  to-wit:  $3,345.00,  to  the  University  ol  the  South  upon  its 
note  secured  by  mortgage  on  said  Texas  lands,  provided  that  the 
University  of  the  South  pledge  the  said  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  Tennessee  aforesaid,  that  whenever  any  funds,  or  property  to  be 
converted  into  funds,  come  into  its  possession,  available  for  the  pur- 
pose, it  will  pay  off  its  note,  in  whole    or  in   part,  as  may    be  possi 
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ble,  As  rapidly  as  it  can,  whether  said  Texas  lands  be  sold  or  not, 
in  order  to  enable  the  said  Convention  to  in  rest  the  same  in  out- 
standing bonds  of  the  University,  under  its  mortgage  on  its  Do- 
main aforesaid,  or  some  other  permanent  securities  of  like  char- 
acter. 

Therefore — 

I.  Resolved,  (65)  That  the  Vico-Chancellor  and  Treasurer  of  the 
University,  who  is  the  custodian  of  our  unissued  bonds  under  the 
mortgage  existing  on  our  Domain,  (and  is  also  one  of  the  Trustees 
named  therein, )  be  authorized  to  sell  the  remainder  of  our  unissued 
bonds,  being.  i„  amount,  $2,700.00,  after  clipping  off  the  past  due 
coupon.,  to  the  said  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  at  par 
value,  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  1st,  to  the  payment  of 
the  l.nv.M-s.ty  debt  of  $1,700.00  to  First  National  Bank' in  Nash- 
ville, and  remainder  to  pay  on  our  floating  debt;  and  that  he  shall 
report  his  action  hereunder,  so  soon  as  had,  to  our  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  also  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

II.     Resolved,  (6G)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  execute,  for  and  in 
the  name  of   the    University   of  the  South,   a  note   for   the  sum  of 
Three  Thousand  Three  Hundred  and  Forty-Five  Dollars  ($3,345  00) 
to  the  Convention  of  the   Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in   the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee,  due  twelve  months  after  date,  with  interest  from 
date  at  6  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
Convention  ;  and  that  the  said    Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University 
also  is  hereby  fully  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  execute' 
a  mortgage  in  the  name  of,  and  for  and  in  behalf  of.  the  University 
of  the  South,  upon  the  said  Texas  lands,    to  secure  the  above  note 
properly   prepared  and    certified    for  registration    in  the   State   of 
Texas,  and  to  have  the    same   properly    recorded,  and   deliver  the 
said  note  and  mortgage,  or  copy  of  the  latter,    to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  said  Convention,  on  receipt  of  the  fund  aforesaid. 

Ill  Resolved,  (67)  That  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller,  a  member  of  this 
Board,  and  of  its  Finance  Committee,  be  requested  to  prepare  the 
said  mortgage  upon  the  Texas  lands  for  signature  bv  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  the  name  of  the  University,  and  fulf  authority  is 
hereby  conferred  upon  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  to 
confer  with,  advise  and  agree  upon  its  substance  and  form  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  above  set  forth;  and  all  taxes  and  expenses. 
either  here  or  in  Texas,  in  regard  to    the  said    lands,  or  the  care  of 
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them,  for  the  purposes  of  the  mortgage,   shall  be  paid  by  the    Uni- 
versity.

The 
Faculty  will  recommend  for  this  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  a 
candidate  who,  being  thus  qualified,  shall  reside  at  least  two  rears 
at  the  University,  and  shall  pursue  during  three  years  a  course  of 
study,  embracing  at  least  three  subjects  approved'  by  the  Faculty, 
and  shall  pass  a  thorough  examination  upon  that  course,  showing 
in  one  of  his  subjects,  spr-ci.il  attainments.  He  shall  also  prepare  a 
thesis  on  this  subject,  giving  evidence  of  original  investigation. 
This  thesis  must  be  presented  at  least  two  mouths  before  this  de- 
gree may  be  conferred.  The  candidate  must  defend  this  thesis  on 
examination  before  the  entire  Academic  Faculty,  and  must  be  pre- 
pared to  answer  any  question  pertaining  to  the  subject  embraced 
in  his  course  that  may  be  propounded  by  members  of  said  Faculty, 
[Signed.]  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Chairman. 

.    This  report  was  received,  and   resolutions  XXII 1  and 
XXIV  were  adopted. 

Mr.  McNeal  offered  the  following:

Your  ■'Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures "  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows : 

We  have  read,  and  examined  in  detail,  the  report  of  the  Health 
Officer,  which  has  been  referred  to  us,  and  find  it  very  gratifying 
as  to  the  continued  general  health  of  the  students  for  the  past  year. 

We  have  inspected  the  system  at  present  carried  out  by 
the  University  authorities  as  to  the  outhouses  under  their  more  im- 
mediate control,  and  find  much  improvement  over  former  condi- 
tions. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  last 
session,  in  1888,  and   recorded    on   pages  19  and  20  of  publication 


"Series  B,  No.  42,"  are  oi  such  high  order  of  merit,  and  so  folly 
cover  the  ground  under  the  existing  circumstances,  that  your  pres- 
ent Committee  feel  and.believe  that  they  cannot  do  better  than,  for 
the  present,  at  any  rate,  to  reaffirm  and  to  earnestly  urge  upon  the 
proper  authorities  that  the  same  he  put  into  execution  and  faithful- 
ly carried  out,  as  far  as  possibly  can  he  done. 

The  continual  presentation  of  the  '  almost  phenomenal  good 
health  of  the  students  and  residents  is  of  such  paramount  impor- 
tance that  nothing  should  interfere  with,  or  prevent,  a  faithful  and 
harmonious  carrying  out  by  the  proper  authorities,  among  them- 
selves and  the  residents,  of  all  judicious  sanitary  regulations. 

Your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  add  that  this  Board  must 
urge  upon  the  proper  authorities  the  absolute  necessity  of  such 
clear  understanding  and  agreement  between  and  among  themselves 
as  to  what  line  of  obligation  and  action  each  official  should  assume, 
that  all  inspections  and  supervisory  regulations  may  be  regularly 
and  systematically  attended  to. 

Your  Committee  feel  convinced  that  this  united  and  harmonious 
understanding  and  action  are  immediately  desirable  and  necessary, 
and  should  be  called  for  and  expected  by  this  Board,  in  that  spirit 
which  enables  strong  and  loyal-hearted  men  everywhere  to  kindly 
labor  together  for  the  promotion  of  any  high  and  noble  cause. 
They  would,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

I.  Resolved,  (72)  That  Resolutions  Nos.  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  and 
12,  on  pages  19  and  20  of  publication  "  Series  B,  No.  42,''  be  re- 
affirmed and  specially  urged.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  preparing 
and  reporting  a  proper  expression  of  the  sc.se  of  this  Board  upon 
the  death  of  the  lit.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell  Elliott,  D.  D. , 
late  a  member  of  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  : 

Whereas,   the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has  seen  it  good,  in  his 
wise  providence,  to  remove  from  his  labors  to  that  "  rest  which  re- 
maineth  to  the  people  of  Cod"    the    soul    of  the    Rt.    Rev.    Robert 
Woodward  Barnwell  Elliott,  D.  I)..  first  Bishop   of  the  Missionary 
District  of  Western  Texas,  who  departed  this  life  at  Sewaucc,  Tenn., 
within  the  shades  of   this  University,    on    the  26th  day  of  August/ 
A.  D.  1887,  after  a  long  and   peculiarly    painful   illuess,  home  with 
touching  patience  and    resignation,  in    which  he  was  made  to  have 
nearer  fellowship  with  Christ   in    His  sufferings,    and,    so  to  speak, 
like  his  Divine  Master,  was  "  made  perfect  through  suffering'*;  and 
through  which,  while  we    were  asking  life    for  him,    he  was  at  last 
given  a  long  life,  even  forever  ami  ever.     Therefore,  Uesoked,  That 
we,  his  brethren   and  friends,  recognize  in   him    the  spirit  of  which 
martyrs  are  made— "  patient    in    tribulation,  fervent   in  spirit,  ser- 
ving the  Lord  ";  in  his  devotion  to  duty,    fearlessness  of  spirit,  and 
absolute  unselfishness  in  life.     And  that  there  was   in  him,  in  a  de- 
gree rarely  to  be  seen,  that  combination  of   manly  dignity  and   wo- 
manly grace,  tenderness  and  purity,  whose   perfect  type   is  only  to 
be  seen  in  Him  who  in  Uis  Sacred  Person  united  all  the  perfections 
of  all  humanity;  and  whose  is  the    Divine    and   perfect    pattern  to- 
wards which  we  all  are  to    strive    if    so    he    we    may  attain  unto  a 
perfect  Manhood,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ. 

I.  Resohc<L  (74)  That  we  feel  the  deepest  sense  of  the  loss 
which  has  been  sustained  in  his  death  ;  in  every  walk  of  life  as 
man,  as  husband,  as  father,  friend  ;  to  the  Episcopate,  which'  his 
character  so  adorned  ;  to  the  special  field  committed  to  his  care, 
which  he  found  almost  a  wilderness,  both  in  material  things  and 
in  the  things  of  faith,  which  he  so  wisely,  laboriously  and  lovingly 
administered,  in  which  he  so  faithfully  and  widely  'sowed  the  Di- 
vine seed  of  the  Word,  and  for  which,  in  a    sense,    perhaps  he  gave 
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his  life;  to  the  American  Church,  than  whom  not  one  in  the  Epis- 
copate was  nearer  to  its  heart,  which  he  so  profoundly  loved,  ami 
lor  which  he  so  faithfully  labored  ;  to  this  University,  of  which  he 
was  ever  a  most  loyal  advocate  and  staunch  defender;  and  to  this 
Board,  where  his  wise  counsels  were  ever  on  the  side  of  truth,  jus- 
tice and  right;  but  above  even  these,  for  Christian  charity  and 
love,  without  which  tlu.se  other  qualities  cannot  have  their  full  and 
round  perfection.

These  books  are  now 
in  part,  in  the  Hodgson  Library  Building  and  in  the  new  Convoca- 
tion Hall.  The  Committee  find  that  in  1888  a  new  and  smaller 
stamp  to  be  put  in  all  books  added  to  the  Librarr  was  directed  to 
be  used,  and  would  call  attention  again  to  the  neglect  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  directions  then  given. 

The  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  this  Board 
since  its  organization,  disapproves  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  m  relation  to  the  sale  of  timber,  and  believe  that  tres- 
passing can  be  prevented  by  the   employment  of   a  forester    who 
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shall  ride  over  the  domain  at  least  once  in  each  week  and  keep  a 
vigilant  watch  for  trespassers.  The  expense  could  be  made  very 
little  by  arrangement  \viib  the  person  employed. 

Very  extensive  trespassing  having  occurred  during  the  year 
1889,  which  has  rendered  necessary  a  retracing  of  lines,  and  the  in- 
stitution of  kgal  proceedings  to  enjoin  parties  from  farther  ti  es- 
passmg,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  location  of  the  exter- 
nal lines  of  the  domain  he.  settled  by  processioning  the  same  with 
due  notice  to  all  parties  who  adjoin  our  lines,  as  provided  by  law  ; 
and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  boundary  stones  he  placed  in  said 
lines  to  designate  the  same  plainly. 

The  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  care  and  improvement  of 
roads  and  streets  should  he  left  in  the  hauds  of  the  Road  Commis- 
sioner of  the  county,  and  no  expense  incurred  for  the  same  by  the 
University. 

There  will  he  required  the  expenditure  of  about  $100  for  repairs 
to  the  tower  of  Convocation  Flail,  on  account  of  injury  sustained 
by  lightning. 

Some  repairs,  also,  will  be  required  for  the  preservation  of  St. 
Luke's  Hall. 

The  available  locations  for  residences  having  been  very  fully  oc- 
cupied in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  University  buildings,  we  rec- 
ommend that  larger  lots  be  offered  at  the  rental  of  $30  per  annum, 
when  the  location  is  half  a  mile  or  more  from  the  present  Chapel, 
provided  the  improvements  amount  to  $1,500. 

The  Committee  report  a  resolution  conveying  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  to  V.  1).  Walsh,  Esq.,  for  the  donation  of  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be 
used  lor  lecture  and  recitation  rooms,  and  recommend  that  the 
same  be  known,  when  erected,  as  the  "  Walsh  Memorial  Hall." 

The  Committee  also  desire  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to 
J.  W.  Thomas.  Esq  .  President  of  the  X..  C.  &  St.  L.  K.  R.  Co., 
for  having  erected  a  handsome  Station  House  at  Sewanee  station, 
as  well  as  for  other  marks  of  courtesy  and  kindness  shown  towards 
the  University. 

The  Committee  report  a  resolution  approving  of  the  lease  made 
to  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  for  the  depot 
plat.  The  length  of  time  is  not  deemed  material,  as  no  rental  is  to 
be  exacted.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committee  mi  Buildings  and 
Lai. ds,  do  nut  concur  in  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  that  Com- 
mittee, for  the  following  reasons  : 

The  adoption  ol  the  proposed  plans  of  Nixon  &  McBee  involves 
an  entire  departure  from  the  plans  ol  the  founders  of  this  Univer- 
sity, ms  adopted  in  1860  by  the  Board,  comprising  Bishops  polk; 
Elliott,  Otey,  Cobbs,  Green.  Rutledge  and  Atkinson,  and  the  Cler- 
ical and  Lay  Trustees  present,  which  looked  to  the  erection  id  sep- 
arate buildings,  in  suitable  and  well-chosen  locations,  for  the  va 
lions  schools.  The  Bishops  who  had  adopted  these  plans  had 
raised  an  endowment  of  nearly  half  a  million  dollars,  and  but  for 
the  calamities  of  war  their  plans  would  then  have  been  carried  out, 
and  ought  not  now  to  be  set  aside  without  imperative  reasons. 
Bishop  Hopkins,  who  prepared  the  genera!  plan  of  location  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees,  was  distinguished  by  his  ability  as  to  land- 
scape gardening  and  architecture,  and  was  the  author  of  a  work  on 
Church  architecture. 

The  location  proposed  by  the  adoption  of  the  majority  report  is 
unsuitable.  The  area  now  under  control  of  the  University  adjoin- 
ing Convocation  Hall  measures  but  1H1  feet  south  by  216  feet  east. 
To  erect  the  Academic  building  proposed  would  bring  the  front 
building  within  56  feet  of  the  large  boarding-house  owned  by  Mrs. 
Elmore,  and  which  would  be  immediately  in  face  of  the  proposed 
building,  it  built  upon  thy  proposed  site.     The  Elmore  premises  are

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8th.  From  a  careful  ami  thorough  examination  of  all  of  the  re- 
ports and  papers  submitted  to  us,  we  are  gratified  to  state  that  the 
Military  Department  is  in  fair  condition,  as  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing from  the  report  ol  Lieut.-CoL  1L  Clay  Wood,  Assistant  Adju- 
tant General,  made  to  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States  on 
May  1:2th,  1890,  to- wit : 

"  The  general  aptitude  of  the  Cadets  for  military  instruction, 
'v  <fcc.,  is  excellent,  and  their  interest  therein  great.  The  interest 
"  manifested  by  the  Faculty  is  fair. 

"  The  Battalion  was  received  and  inspected  on  Dec.  2nd,  a 
"  bright  and  frosty  morning.  As  there  is  little  or  no  turf,  wlieii 
"  the  sun  got  well  up  it  was  quite  soft  and  slippery  under  foot, 
"  embarrassing  the  Cadets  and  badly  soiling  their  shoes.  Trie 
■"  Battalion  was  in -charge  of  Acting  Commandant  Francis  L.  C'oyle, 
"  a  •  Passed  Captain  ;  and  Gownsman,  who  acquitted  himself  most 
"  creditably.  Indeed,  at  these  ceremonies  the  Professor  of  Milita- 
"  ry  Science  was  hardly  missed.  For  service,  the  Battalion  seemed 
"  to  be  in  excellent  condition— better  than  for  parade.  The  march- 
"  ing  and  carriage  of  the  Cadets  was  superb.  Distances  admirably 
"  preserved,  wheelings  good.  Inspection  was  followed  by  cein- 
"pany  drill;  the  movements  were  well  executed.  The  line  was 
"  again  formed,  when  the  Battalion  was  exercised  in  the  manual 
"  of  arms,  which  exercises  were  effected  with  precision  and  prompt-

FIRST  DAY.

SewaNEE,  Texx.,    July  30,   1S91.       \ 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  special  service  held 
in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  9  a.  m.  The  Holy  Commu- 
nion was  celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Gregg, 
D.  D.,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  assisted  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rt,  Rev.  H.  N.  Pierce, 
D.  D.,  LL.  I).,  who  also  delivered  the  address,  his  subject 
being,  "  Catholicity  and  the  Catholic  Spirit  of  the 
Church."

The  Rev.  J.  A.  VanHoose  thou  presented  his  report  in  regard  to 
water  supply  and  sanitation,  which  was  adopted  by  resolution  and 
is  presented,  herewith  attached,  to  the  Board,  action  being  asked 
by  tins  Committee  on  the  matters  therein  presented.

Ge.vtleaien:— In  accordance   with   the  instructions  of  your  Com- 
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mittoo  on  the  28th  clay  of  last  May.  I  bog  to  present  the  following 
resolutions,  and  ask  their  ratification  and  adoption  by  you  : 

Resolved,  That,  everv  leaseholder  bo  earnestly  urged  to  adopt  am 
use  cistern  water  for  all  drinking  and  cooking  purposes,  using  well 
and  spring  water  for  bath  and  latin  I ry  purposes  only.  That  the 
Vice-Chaneellor  he  dim-ted  to  see,  in  assigning  students  to  boarding 
houses  on  and  after  March  1st,  1892.  that  preference  he  given  to 
,„«■„  houses  as  are  propcrlv  supplied  with  cisterns.  That  the  Health 
Officer  he  instructed  to  make  a  careful  examination  of  such  springs 
and  wells  ass,  em  to  he  needing  immediate  attention,  and  to  pro- 
hibit, as  far  as  possible  further  use.  of  such  lor  cooking  and  drinking 

IUThaTthe  Executive  Committee  he  empowered  and  directed  to 
have  such  estimates  and  surveys  made  as  shall  satisfy  then,  as  to 
tin-  best  and  most  suitable  manner  of  supplying  and  maintaining  a 
uormanent  system  of  water-works.  And  that  said  Committee  be 
lnrtlii.rinrtnieU.«l  to  procure  such  legislation  as  may  seem  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  SU(.],  ostein  as  they  may  select. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  he  further  instructed  in  the  same 
connection,  to  investigate  fully  the  various  systems  of  sanitation  and 
sewerage,  and  to  report  fully  on  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Irustee* 
at  their  session  in  18912.  _ 

That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be  instructed  to 
at  once  prepare,  under  the-  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  a 
form  of  lease  which  shall  give  to  the  University  authorities  the  right 
to  exercise  over  each  leased  lot  such  judicious  supervision  in  mat- 
ters of  sanitation  as  shall  best  insure  the  good  health  of  the  whole 
community.  And  that  hereafter  no  lot  shall  be  leased  except  by 
such  new  form  of  lease.  And  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Com- 
missioner of  Buildings  ami  Lands  he  instructed  to  use  every  possi- 
ble persuasion  to  have  all  old  leases  taken  up  and  substitute  lor 
thom  this  new  bun,  of  lease  :  provided,  however,  that  no  new  lease- 
shall  run  longer  than  up  to  the  time  indicated  by  the  old  one. 

And  that  the  present  system  of  caring  for  privies  and  removing 
slops  and  garbage  be.  for  the  present,  continued,  and  most  pres- 
sing* urged  upon  every  leaseholder,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor 
be  urged  to  use  all  of  his  personal  influence  to  have  every  lessee 
and  occupant  co-operate  with  the  Health  Officer  in  such  system.

To  the  Board  of  Trustee*,    University  of -the  South  : 

Gentlemen  : — "We,  the  undersigned  Building  Committee,  respect- 
fully report  that,  acting  under  the  instruction  of  your  Board  as  de- 
fined in  resolution  (33)  of  the  "  Proceedings "  for  1890,  we  have 
contracted    with    the  South    Pittshurg  Construction  and    Building 
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Company,    of  South    Pittsburg,    Teunessee,  for  the  erection  of  the 

"  Walsh  Memorial  Hall"  at  a  cost  of  $28.74.").  exclusive  of  the  ex- 
cavation for  the  foundation  walls  and  basement,  which  latter  has 
cost  the  sum  of  $344.16,  and  includes  all  grading,  etc. 

Our  account  will  show  that  up  to  date  we  have  issued  estimates 
to  the  amount  of  $11,888.49,  and  that  we  have  further  expended 
(or  the  excavation  above  mentioned,  corner-stone,  architect'*  travel- 
ling expenses,  and  other  incidentals,  the  sum  of  $46.5.31,  making  a 
grand  total  of  $12,354.80. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  with  the  amount  credited 
on  account  of  freight  rebate,  (.30  per  cent,  of  all  freight  charges, )  we 
stiil  have  a  balance  of  something  more  than  $8,000.00. 

At  present  we  have  no  assurance  beyond  the  $20,000.00  already 
donated  for  this  purpose,  and  our  contract  provides  that  we  can, 
after  giving  30  days'  notice,  suspend  the  whole  work,  after  issuing 
estimates  to  the  full  extent  of  $20,000.00.  But  there  will  be  re- 
quired not  less  than  $22,500.00  to  enclose  the  building,  and  your 
Committee  regard  this  as  most  necessary  in  order  to  protect  the 
work  against  our  winter  weather. 

We  submit  copy  of  plans,  specifications,  contract  and  bond. 
($20,000)  and  will  state  that  your  Committee  has  made  due  inquiry 
as  to  financial  responsibility  of  the  several  bondsmen,  and  with 
satisfactory  results.  We  have  exercised  great  caution  in  issuing 
monthly  estimates,  and  a  statement  of  the  architects,  which  is 
herewith  submitted,  will  show  that  the  amount  paid  up  to  date,  is 
almost  $2000.00  less  than  this  estimate.  We  are  prepared  to  satis- 
fy your  Board  of  the  safety  of  our  estimate.  We  have  found  our 
contractors  ever  ready  to  do  the  right  thing,  and  unwilling  to  shirk 
any  responsibility. 

Of  course  the  contract  price  ($28,745.00)  does  not  include  the 
heating  or  furnishing  of  the  building,  and  for  this  purpose  there 
would  be  required  not  less  than  $4,000.00.  We  submit  estimates 
for  the  heating  by  steam,  "hot  air"  and*" warm  air"  processes,  and, 
after  careful  consideration,  are  prepared  to  recommend  the  steam 
heating  as  the  simplest,  most  economical  and  satisfactory.  The 
estimate  of  $2,500  for  steam  heating  is  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Mooney  &  Baine,  a  most  reliable  firm  of  Nashville,  Tenn..  although 
your  Committee  would  invite  other  bids  before  contracting. 

With  funds  secured  we  can  easily  complete  and  have  ready  for 
use  the  "Walsh  Memorial  Hall"  not  later  than  June  1st,  1802.  and 
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tlie  academic  department  could  take  possession  at  the  beginning  w'f 
the  scholastic  year  in  August,  1892.

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  12  o'clock,  at  which 
hour  the  Very  Rev.  Dean  Hoffman,  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  was  introduced  by  the  Bishop  ot  Ten- 
nessee, and  welcomed  by  the  Chancellor  in  the  name  ot 
the  Board.  Dean  Hoffman  made  a  suitable  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  courtesies  extended  him. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  called  up,  and  Mr. 
McBee,  Special  Commissioner  on  Endowment,  was  heard. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  II.  H.  Lurton, 
was  received  and  laid  on  the  table: 

July  3.   1891. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
having  before  them  the  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  and  having 
§aad  advantage  of  personal  counsel  with  h«Im,  they  find  the  health 
■of  the  students  to  have  been  good  during  the  past  year. 

They  desire  t^  call  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to  the  great 
importance  of  the  water  supply,  and  that  continued  diligence  is 
required  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  wells  and  springs. 

They  recommend  that  such  powers  as  the  University  possesses 
be  steadily  used  to  enforce  the  present  plan  of  thoroughly  and  reg- 
ularly removing  all  sewage  aud  other  objectionable  matter  to  as 
£reat  a  distance  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  prevent  soil  satura- 
tion. 

It  gives  them  pleasure  to  express  tkeir  satisfaction  with  the  food 
supplied  to  the  students. 

The  Committee  do  not  think  it  desirable  that  the  resolution  re- 
ferred to  thera,  and  calling  for  publication  in  tfee  medical  journals 
in  the  Southern  States,  be  adopted.

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock. 

Mr.  Z.   D.   Harrison,   Lay  Trustee   from    Georgia    ap- 
peared and  took  his  seat. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's   meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Organization  beg  leave,  respectfully  to  re- 
port, that  they  have  examined  the  report  of  the  Vice-chancellor 
and  the  other  matters  referred  to  them,  together  with  the  accom- 
panying document,,  and  given  to  the  general  subject  of  the  condi- 
tion and  needs  of  the  University  such  attention  and  consideration 
as  the  time  and  circumstances  have  allowed. 

Your  Committee  cannot  but  feel  greatly  encouraged  by  the  con- 
tinued zeal  and  devotion  of  the  Faculty  and  officers  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South.  Much  as  we  ueed  material  support  and  endow- 
ments, and  highly  as  we  appreciate  the  generosity  of  those  who 
fro*  time  to  time,  have  made  the  University  the  recipient  of  their 
gifts  we  feel  that  our  greatest  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  the  men 
who  have  here  carried  on  the  work  of  the  University  without  the 
material  resources  which  they  needed.  So  long  as  we  have  the 
power  oi  consecrated  human  lives,  our  enterprise  for  the  Church 
and  the  country  cannot  fail. 

We  have  evidence  on  all  sides  that  the  reputation  and  influence 
of  the  University  in  all  parts  of  the  country  are  increasing,  and 
that  Churchmen  are  awakening  to  the  importance  of  the  work  done 
at  Sewanee  for  the  Church,  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  associated 
Dioceses  more  immediately  concerned.  If  we  continue  to  Gour- 
mand this  favorable  regard,  we  must  eventually  receive  that  ma 
tonal  support  which  we  need  in  order  to  accomplish  the  great  pur- 
poses of  our  founders.  L 

Your  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  internal  condition  of  the 
L  Diversity  corresponds  with  its  growing  external  reputation  Du- 
ring the  past  year  there  has  been  the   greatest  harmony  prevailing 
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in  ihc^liliinistration  of  its  affaire  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the 
Hebdomadal  Board.  The  question  of  discipline,  which  has  so  of- 
ten come  before  us  at  our  annual  sessions,  in  a  way  to  perplex  and 
disturb  us,  seems  in  a  nay  to  settle  itself  under  this  harmonious  co- 
operation. We  recognize  the  fact  that  in  changing  from  a  system 
somewhat  exact  and  mechanical  to  the  more  liberal  methods  suited 
to  a  University,  there  must  be  a  temporary  appearance  of  relaxing 
the  bonds  of  discipline;  but  we  believe  we  have  good  reason  to 
hope  that  the  personal  influence  of  the  officers  and  Faculty  in  in- 
spiring a  true  spirit  of  order  and  a  lore  of  honest  work  will,  iu  the 
end.  prove  more  efficacious  than  the  formal  rigidity  of  military  reg- 
ulations. 

Your  Committee,  in  taking  up  the  particular  recommendations  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  desire  to  express  their  regret  at  the 
necessity  of  electing  a  new  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages.  Prof.  Page,  during  his  connection  with  Sewanee,  has 
won  the  respect  and  regard  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  We  are  sin- 
cerely sorry  to  sever  the  connection  between  him  and  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions:

SUPPLEMENTAL    REPORT    ON    THE   GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

The  Committee  on  Organization,  in  considering  the  several  re- 
ports submitted  to  them,  have  been  somewhat  at  a  loss  as  to  what 
particular  action  should  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  regard  to  the  Grammar  School  of  the  University. 

It  is  proper  to  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  Committee  feel 
that  the  highest  praise  is  due  to  the  Head  Master  for  his  faithful 
and  efficient  administration  of  the  school,  and  that  they  believe 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  cause  to  feel  that  this  Department 
is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  If  in  any  respect  your  Com- 
mittee should  seem  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  relations  at  present 
existing  between  the  Grammar  School  Department  and  the  Univer- 
sity proper,  it  should  be  said  at  the  outset  that  this  dissatisfaction 
does  not  proceed  in  any  degree  from  anything  within  the  con- 
trol of  the  Head  Master;  nor  does  it  imply  any  doubt  as  to  the  ef- 
ficiency of  himself  and  his  corps  of  excellent  assistants.  But  it  has 
been  a  conviction,  growing  and  strengthening  in  the  minds  of  those 
interested  in  the  University  for  years  past,  that  the  presence  of  a 
body  of  students  who  must  be  kept  under  a  different  government 
and  discipline  Irom  the  University  students  is  inconsistent  with  the 


30 

operation  of  those  methods  and  the  development  of  that  spirit  by 
which  alone  the  latter  can  be  properly  governed  ;  while,  at  the 
same  time,  it  is  impossible  under  such  circumstances  to  maintain 
over  the  younger  class  that  control  which  their  immaturity  of  mind 
and  character  render  desirable.  Your  Committee  are  convinced 
that  most  ofour  past  troubles  in  the  discipline  of  the  University 
have  arisen  out  of  this  unfortunate  mingling  «,f  the  two  classes  of 
students,  and  they  do  not  lock  for  any  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
difficulty  until  the  cause  of  it  has  been  removed. 

Your  Committee,  then,  at  one  of  its  first  meetings,  passed  a  reso- 
lution to  urge  upon  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  the  importance  of  re- 
moving the  Grammar  School  from  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
tin;  University,  and  of  placing  the  Grammar  school  pupils  in  a  dor- 
mitory, or  doinitories,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Head  Master  and  other  teachers  of  the  school.  After  having 
passed  this  resolution  the  attention  of  your  Committee  was  di- 
rected to  the  discussion  of  the  subject,  and  the  further  proposition 
to  abolish  the  Grammar  School  altogether,  and  to  provide  one  or 
more  popular  curses  which  might  take  into  the  University  the 
older  and  more  advanced  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School,  as  thU  is 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard. 

Your  Committee  have  therefore  concluded  to  recommend  to  the 
Roard  of  Trustees  to  refer  this  whole  question  to  tlm  Ex. 
ecutive  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Hebdomadal 
Hoard,  and  to  refer  to  the  same  Committee  the  other  documents  be- 
fore tie-  Committee  on  Organization  relating  to  this  matter.  Among 
these  documents  in  the  letter  from  Mr.  Coffey,  of  Lexington,  Ky., 
in  regard  to  a  Commercial  and  Shorthand  Department. 

In  this  same  connection  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard  recommend  the 
establishment  of  a  Commons  Hall  under  the  management  of  the 
University.  This  matter,  together  with  a  Memorial  from  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  upon  the  subject,  should,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  jmur  committee,  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  wav,  and 
they  append  a  resolution  to  that    effect. 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conjuction  with 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  be  authorized,  whenever  in  their  judgment  it 
may  be  practicable,  to  establish  a  "Commons  Hall.'"  for  the 
accommodation  of  students  of  the  University,  under  such  manage- 
ment as  may  seem  to  them  expedient, 

If.       That     the    Executive    Committee    in     consultation     with 


the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  authorized  to  take  such  adi  m  .1 
regard  to  the  management  of  popular  courses  of  practical  instruc- 
tion in  the  University,  as  is  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  .submitted  to  this  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees. 
Charles  Todd  Quintard,  Chairman.

The  Special  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  form  of 
leases  hereafter  to  be  made,  appointed  at  the  session  of 
1890,  made  their  report. 

To  the  Borrd  of  Trustees  : 
Your  Committee  respectfully   report   that   iu    pursuance  of  the 


resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  this  Board  in  181X),  they  have 
prepared  a  form  of  lease  which  they  recommend  shall  hereafter  be 
exclusively  used.     This  form  is  as  follows: 

Strike  from  the  printed  tease  the  parts  indicated  in  the  form 
faere  attached,  the  lines  through  which  a  pen  has  been  drawn,  and 
insert  in  lieu,  immediately  after  the  word  Trustees,  the  following  : 
""  This  lease  is  made  on  the  following  conditions  and  stipulations, 
default  in  any  one  of  which  shall  operate,  at  the  option  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lauds,  to  forfeit  and  determine  this 
lease,  and  confer  the  right  of  re-entry,  upon  notice  in  writing  for 
thirty  days: 

1.  Failure  to  pay  the  stipulated  rent  for  six  months  altera  pay- 
ment is  due,  or  to  pay  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  prem- 
ises for  one  year. 

2.  Permitting  the  sale  of  wine,  ale,  beer,  or  any  intoxicating 
liquor,  or  the  use  of  the  premises  for  gambling,  or  any  other  im- 
moral ©r  illegal  purpose. 

3.  The  keeping  of  any  billiard  or  pool  table,  or  shooting  gallery, 
•or theatre,  or  concert  hall,  or  bowling  alley,  unless  permission  in 
writing  is  given  by  the  Proctor  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands. 

4.  To  suffer  any  kind  of  business  to  be  carried  on  injurious  to 
the  discipline,  health,  or  moral  welfare  of  the  University,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  BoEid  of  Trustees.  Neither  shall  the  lessee  per- 
mit or  maintain  any  building,  church  or  chapel,  for  public  re- 
ligious worship,  without  permission  of  the   Board  of  Trustees. 

5.  This  lease  is  accepted  with  the  distinct  understanding  that, 
as  the  domain  of  the  University  is  held  in  trust  for  educational  and 
religious  purposes,  any  use  of  the  premises  inconsistent,  in  the 
view  of  the  Commissioner,  with  such  trust,  or  in  any  way  tending 
to  effect  injuriously  the  discipline,  health  or  morals  of  the  students 
-on  the  domain  is  prohibited.  Any  such  use  will  authorize  the 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lauds  to  declare  the  lease  termi 
uated  and  neuter  upon  thirty  days'  notice  ;  and  the  above  speci- 
fication, of  course  operating  to  terminate  this  lease,  is  not  intended 
to  limit  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  determine  by 
Statute  what  acts,  conduct  and  abuses  shall  be  regarded  as  inju- 
rious to  the  health,  morals  and  discipline  of  the  University. 

G.  In  order  to  maintain  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  communi- 
ty on  the  domain,  it  is  further    agreed  that  said  lessee  shall  keejp

8.  In  case  of  termination  of  this  lease,  by  happening  of  any  of 
the  conditions  of  forfeiture,  the  lessee  shall  have  the  rUt  to  re- 
move h,s  improvement-,  unless  purchased,  at  an  agreed  price, 
by  the  University.  But  in  case  there  is  no  agreement  as  to  valua- 
tion the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  shall  have  the  right 
to  call  for  an  arbitration,  and  one  arbitrator  shall  be  selected  by 
h.m  and  another  by  the  lessee;  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  a 
third  by  these ,  two.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  option  to 
ake  for  the  University  the  improvements,  at  the  value  thus  ascer- 
tained, upon  paying  for  same,  less  levies  for  rent,  taxes,  .fee,  as 
above  provided.  ' 

Resolved,  That  the  form  of  lease  set  out  in  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  this  subject  be  adopted,  and  exclusively  used 
heieafter,  and  that  future  leases  be  executed  in  duplicate,  one  copy 
being  retained  by  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands

proceeds  in  new  books. 

They  also  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  as  soon  as 
practicable  have  all  the  books  removed  from  the  Hodgson  Library 
Building  to  some  other  secure  place;  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
donors  convert  that  building  into  an  Infirmary  and  equip  it  as 
may  be  necessary. 

They  further  recommend  that  a  subscription  be  opened  for  the 
right  increase  of  the  Library  and  its  proper  maintenance  as  a  need 
of  the  University. 

Your  Committee,  with  a  hearty  appreciation    on  the  part    of  the 
University  return  thanks  to  Columbia  College  N.   Y.,   for   its   very 
generous  gift  of  a  Solar   Microscope    and    an    Electrical    Machine, 
which  have  become  raluable  furniture  in  ourScientific  Department. 
Inasmuch  as  it  is   contemplated    to  remove    the    books    now   in 
the  Hodgson  Building  to  some  other  place   at   an   early   day,    and 
that  this  building  should  receive  all  of  them,  that  it   may  accomo- 
date, it  is  advisable  that   dome  other   provision    should    be    made 
lor  the  Athletic  exercises,  and  the  present  gymnasium   be  fitted  up 
and  used  for  library  purposes.     It   is  therefore   recommended   that 
the  Board  of  Trustees  determine    that    the  next    building  of  the 
Quadrangle  now  in  process  of  construction  shall  be  the  Gymnasium 
and  if  there  be  no  prospect  of  an  early  completion  of  that  building 
that  the  Vice-Chancellor  and    the    Executive    Committee    be   in- 
structed  to  erect  a  temporary  building  for  this  purpose. 

Your  Committee  approve  the  Treasurer's  use  of  the  rental  of 
Tremlett  Hall  in  repairs  of  said  Hall. 

They  also  with  pleasure  make  record  of  the  excellent  manage- 
ment of  the  construction  of  the  Walsh  Memorial  Building  by  the 
Special  Building  Committee,  and  express  the  wish  that  the  Finance 
Committee  may  make  such  report  as  will  justify  a  hope  of  it- 
speedy  completion. 

Your  Committee  after  due  consideration  of  the  Memorial  of  the 
Greek  Letter  Fraternities  for  relief  from  rental,  or  a  reduction  of 
rental,  are  unable,  to  advise  that  their  petition  be  granted. 

They  also  decline  to  grant  Mr.  John  Powell's  application  for  the 
purchase  of  tie  timber. 

They  advise  the  reference  of  Mr.  Halsey  Wood's  claim  to  the 
Executive  Committee,    with  instructions  to  settle  it. 


And  the  reference  of  the  further  management  of  the  Texas 
Lands  to  the  same  Committee. 

With  the  wish  to  accommodate  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hodgson  as  far  as 
possible,  your  Committee  recommend  that  nil  that  portion  of  land 
described  on  the  submitted  map  in  light  and  dark  blue,  west  of  a 
li  ic  drawn  from  a  point  where  his  present  lot  approaches  nearest 
the  street,  and  perpendicular  to  the  street,  be  added  to  his  lease  at 
a  rental  of  Five  (5)  Dollars  per  annum. 

For  sometime  the  present  contractor  now  building  the  Walsh 
Memorial  Building  has  been  purchasing  pink  stone  in  our  quarries. 
As  this  stone  is  quite  valuable,  and  presently  may  be  very  valuable, 
the  Committee  think  it  prudent  that  the  continuance  of  this  sale  be 
only  under  contract,  and  after  critical  examination  into  its  value 
and  the  amount  in  the  quarries  of  ihe  domain,  they  advise 
that  any  further  sale  hn  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executivo 
Committee. 

They  also  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Mr.  Garner,  for 
deed  to  3  or  4  acres  of  land  be  referred  to  Major  G.  R.  Fairbanks, 
with  the  request  that  he  fur  ish  the  Board  with  such  information 
as  may  qualify  them  to  act. 

Your  Committee  are  informed  that  a  road,  used  as  a  cut  off,  and 
made  without  any  authority,  is  now  running  within  an  inch  or  two 
of  the  old  foundation  stone  of  the  University,  to  the  great  danger 
of  this  old  and  historic  landmark.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Lands  should  be  required  to  immediately  stop  and  forbid  this 
road. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  already,  as  reported  to  this 
Board,  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  render  permanently  safe  St. 
Luke's  Hall.  In  addition  to  that  action  your  Committee  advise  that 
it  now  be  put  in  thorough  repair. 

For  the  carrying  out  of  the  foregoing  recommendations,  your 
Committee  ask  the  adoption  of  the  appended  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  ex- 
change  or  sell  any  duplicates  of  volumes  in  the  Library  of  the 
University  that  he  may  deem  advisable,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in 
new  books. 

2.  Resolved,  That  as  soon  as  practicable  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  have  all  the  books  removed  from  the  Hodgson  Library  build- 
ing to  the  Convocation  House  or  some  other  secure  place. 

3.  Resohrd.    That  as  soon  as  possible   after    the  consent    of   the 
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donors,  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Executive  Committee  .shall  con- 
vert the  Hodgson  Library  building  into  an  Infirmary  and  equip  it 
as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Gymnasium  as  designed  in  the  adopted 
plans  for  a  Quadrangle  shali,  after  the  completion  of  the  Walsh 
Memorial  building,  be  next  constructed.  Out  should  there  be  no 
prospect  of  the  completion  of  said  Gymnasium  at  an  early  day, 
the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Committee  are  instructed 
to  proceed  to  the  construction  of  a  temporary  building  for  the 
Athletic  Exercises,  so  soon  as  they  can  secure  the  funds  necessary 
to  pay  for  it. 

5.  Resolved,  That  so  soon  as  another  building  is  provided  the 
apparatus  of  the  Gymnasium  shall  be  removed  to  it,  and  the 
present  room  in  this  building  now  o3oupied  as  a  Gymnasium  be 
fitted  up  for  Library  purposes  and  so  used. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Memorial- of  the  Greek  Letter  Fraterni- 
ties be  not  granted. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  application  of  Mr.  John  Powell  for  the 
purchase  of  tie  timber  be  not  granted.

That  a  sufficient  n  ember  of  the  boarding;  houses,  to  enable  them 
to  judge  fairly  of  their  general  condition,  have  been  personally 
inspected.  Especially  has  this  been  the  ease  with  the  Grammar 
School  Halls.  They  have  no  cause  to  donbt  but  that  the  student- 
are  supplied  with  every  reasonable  comfort.  They  find  that  the 
Grammar  School  Halls  are  not  inspected  as  often  as  they  shouM 
be,  and  further,  that  University  students  and  Grammar  School 
boys  are  allowed  to  occupy  the  same  Halls,  which  is  altogether 
undesirable,  and  also  contrary  to  the  action  of  this  Board  in  that 
particular: 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  . 

1.  That  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  be  instructed 
to  have  the  Grammar  School  Halls  inspected  at  least  twice  a  week. 

2.  That  University  students  and  Grammar  School  boys  be 
required  to  board  in  separate  Halls,  in  so  far   as  may    be  possible 

3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be 
requested  to  take  into  consideration  the  establishment  of  a  Com- 
mons or  Mess  Hall,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  practicable. 

4.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be  directed  to  make- 
proper  compensation,  in  so  far  as  may  be.  to  the  ladies  having 
charge  of  the  Halls  for  property  destroyed  by  the  students,  the 
necessary  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  student  in  fault.

The  Committee  on  Degrees  respectfully  recommend  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  degree  of  LL.  D.,  Honoris  Causa,  be  con- 
ferred npou  the  Hon.  Henry  Watterson,  of  Kentucky. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  made 
their  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table  un- 
til to-morrow  morning,  at  which  time  it  and  the  resolu- 
tion appended  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  was 
recommitted,  but  without  instructions,  the  subject  of  the  Univer- 
sity Seal,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  given  the  subject 
their  careful  attention  and  submit  : 

That  the  necessity  for  a  modification  of  the  present  seal,  in 
consequence  of  the  introduction,  since  it  was  adopted,  of  additional 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  into  association  with  the 
University,  seems  admitted  by  all. 

That  in  providing  for  the  new  seal  it  is,  in  the  view  of  your 
Committee,  in  harmony  with  the  usual  style  of  the  Church  to 
designate  Dioceses  rather  than  States. 

That  it  is  desirable  to  avoid  all  appearance  of  political  sectional- 
ism in  the  nomenclature  of  the  Church,  and  for  this  reason  again, 
it  is  better  to  designate  the  members  of  this  Confederation  as 
Dioceses,  rather  than  by  the  names  of  the  States  in  which  thev 
are  situated. 

That,  in  iact  they  come  into  association  with  the  University 
as  Dioceses  and  not  as  States,  and  that  to  enumerate  them  by 
the  names  of  the  States  in  which  they  are  territorially  situated, 
would  be  to  put  out  of  sight  the  very  principle  upon  which  they 
have  united,  viz  :  that  of  a  union  of  Dioceses  of  the  Church. 

That,  in  the  case  of  more  than  one  Diocese  existing  within  the 
boundaries  of  a  State,  the  result  of  designation  by  States  would  be 
the  obliteration  from  the  seal  of  the  names  of  one  or  more  of  those 
Dioceses,  and  would  thus  again  impair  its  significance. 

That,  in  the  event  of  a  Diocese  formed  outside  of  our  present 
limits,    covering    territorially    only    a   portion  of  a    State,  seeking 
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union  with  us,   it  would  not  be  correct  to  designate  it  by  the  name 
of  the  State  of  which  it  would  be  only  a  part. 

Your  Committee  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 
Resolved,  That  the  University  seal  be  altered  by  the  introduction 
of  additional  links,  which  shall  be  inscribed  with  the  initials  of 
the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  which  have  come  into 
connection  with  the  University  since  the  adoption  of  the  present 
seal.

The  Board  convened  at  9  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read, 
corrected  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  made  a 
report  on  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  under  resolu- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  was  re- 
committed the  question  referred  to  them  under  the  resolution  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  C.  Gray,  viz.,  "  Whether  it  is  expedient  so  to 
amend  Art.  2  of  the  Constitution  as  to  provide  that  all  Bishops  of 
the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  connected  with  the  Uni- 
versity shall  be  members  of  this  Board,  whether  Bishops  or  As- 
sistant Bishops,"  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  carefully  reconsidered  the  matter,  and  that, 
while  admitting  the  principle  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  all  the 
Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  and  Jurisdictions  connected  with  the  Uni- 
versity should  have  seats  in  this   Board,  and  should  have  part  iu 
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its  deliberations,  they  .till  think  that  to  admit  Assistant  Bishops  to 
vote  at  the  same  time  and  on   the  same  questions  with  their  princi* 
pal  or  senior  Bishops  would  overthrow  the   principle   of  equal  rep- 
assentation —  ' 

1st.  By  giving  to  one  Diocese  two  votes,  while  allowing  but 
•one  to  others.  b 

2nd.  By  permitting,  in  the  case  „f  an  Assistant  Bishop  differing 
in  opinion  from  his  Senior,  the  neutralisation  of  the  Episcopal  vote 
<>i  the  Diocese.  1 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  Art.  2  of  the  Con- 
stitution be  amended  so  as  to  admit  Assistant  Bishops  to  seats  in 
this  Board  at  the  same  time  with  their  principal 

Provided  that  when  both  principal  and  assistant  are  present 
they  shall  have  but  one  vote,  which  vote  shall  be  cast  bv  the 
principal.  But  that  in  another  respects  the  rights  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  ni  tins  Board  shall  be  equal  to  those  of  any  other 
Bishop.  J 

They  offer  therefore  the  following  Resolution    viz 

Resolved,  That  the  2nd  Article  of  the   Constitution    be   amended 
so  as  to  read; 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed    of    the    Bishops   and 
Assistant  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  and    Missionary   Jurisdictions  of 
North  Carolma,  East  Carolina,  South    Carolina,    Georgia,    Florida 
Alabama.  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas,    Northern  Texas,  Western 
Texas,  Tennessee,  Arkansas  and    Kentucky,    and    of   such    other' 
Dioceses   or    Missionary  Jurisdictions  as   may  hereafter  connect 
themselves  with  this  Confederation,  ex-officio,  and   one   Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen  from  each  of  said  Dioceses   and  Jurisdictions,  to 
be  elected  by  the  Councils  or  Conventions  or  Legislative  assemblies 
of  the  same,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  appointed.     If  there  should  be  an  Assistant  Bishop  in  any   of 
these  Dioceses  the  Dioce.se    may    be  represented   by   both   of  its 
Bishops,  provided  that  when    both    the   Bishop   and  the  Assistant- 
Bishop  are  present  ihey  shall  hare  but  one  vote    which  vote  shall 
be  cast  by  the  Bishop,   the  Assistant   having   in  all  other   respect- 
equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the  Bishop, 

Nine  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans 
action  of  business,  provided  that  each  class  of  Trustees,  to-wit': 
Bishops.  Clergy  and   Laity,    shall    be    represented  by  not  less  than' 
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two  ot  fheir  number  representing  in  each  case  two  separate 
©loeese.s.  A  rote  by  order  may  be  demanded,  and  the  joint  con- 
sent of  the  Bishops  as  one  order  and  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Trus- 
tees as  another  order  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of  the 
measure  proposed.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  order  of  Clerical 
•and  Lay  Trustees  shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Convention,  or  Legislative  assemblies  of  the 
respective  Bioceaes  or  Missionary  Jurisdictions.

Mr.  LurfcoD  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Dalzell  moved  to  amend  the  resolution 
submitted,  by  providing  that  Assistant  Bishops  have  a 
right  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  on  all  minor  questions,  but 
that  when  a  vote  by  orders  is  called  for  the  two  Bish- 
ops, if  present,  shall  have  but  one  vote. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  all  the 
bishops  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction  within  the 
Dioceses  associated  in  this  Board,  be  equally  entitled  to 
sit  and  vote  in  this  Board  as  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  South-. 

The  Rev,  Dr.  Dakell  accepted  this  as  a  substitute  for 
tais  amendment. 

On  a  division,  the  resolution  (substitute)  was  lost,  the 
vote  being  1©  in  favor  aud  17  against  it. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  original  motion,  and  a 
vote  by  orders  having  been  demanded  by  the  Bishop  of 
Florida,  the  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  roll,  the  re- 
sult being  as  follows,  viz-:

Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees— Ayes,  9  ;  uoes,  8.  Total,  17. 

At  this  point  the  Board  took  a  recess  until    4  o'clock 
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in  order  to  attend  the   Commencement  exercises  of  the 
University. 

The  Board  re-assembled  at  4  o'clock. 

The  Committee  ou  Constitution  and  Statutes  made 
their  report,  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  the  resolu- 
tion submitted  yesterday  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Louisiana. 

The  Committee  ou  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  have  had  under 
consideration  the  propositions  of  the  Assistaut  Bishop  of  Louisiana 
aud  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Hamptou,  relative  to  the  custody  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Endowment  funds  of  the  University,  aud  respectfully 
report  the  following  Statutes  and  resolutions  : 

Statute  XXVI. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  an 
annual  meeting  an  Eudowment  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  three  years  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Before  entering  ou  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall 
execute  a  boud  for  the  faithful  performauce  of  his  duties,  in  such 
sum  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, to  safely  keep  and  account  for  all  funds  aud  securities  which 
shall  come  into  his  hands. 

Sec.  3  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Endowment  Treasurer 
to  receive  and  hold  all  fuuds,  securities  or  properties  devised  or 
donated  to  this  University,  for  its  permanent  endowment  or  for 
that  of  any  school  or  department  thereof.  In  case  the  devise  or 
donation  be  of  securities  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  safely  keep  the 
same,  collecting  and  paying  over  the  income  thereof,  under  the  di 
rection  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  purposes  designated  by  the 
donors.  If  the  fund  be  in  money,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  invest  the 
same  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Committee  on  En- 
dowments, and  to  hold  the  said  securities,  collecting  and  paying 
over  the  income  of  the  same,  as  in  the  case  of  a  devise  of  securities, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  purposes  desig- 
nated by  the  donors.  He  shall  make  no  change  of  securities  with- 
out the  written  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Endowments. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall,  in  writing,  make  each  year  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  full  statement  of  all  endowments  in  his  hands,  reporting 
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how  .-aid  endowments  are  invested,   and  also  reporting  all  receipts, 
and  all  payments  made  by  him  on  any  account. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  steps,  under  advice  of  the  En. 
Committee,  to  collect,  at  maturity,  all  notes,  and  all  subscriptions 
when  due,  which  may  pertain  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Funds 
of  the  University. 

Statute  XXVII. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Com- 
mittee of  members  of  the  Board,  to  consist  of  one  Bishop,  one 
Clergyman,  and  one  Layman,  to  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Com- 
mittee,  and  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  advise  and  di- 
rect the  Endowment  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  of  funds  in  his 
hands,  and  as  to  change  of  securities  held  by  him.  They  shall  ex- 
amine all  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Endowment  Treasurer  at 
least  once  in  every  year,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
annually  as  to  the  Endowment  fund— how  the  same  is  invested, 
and  the  trusts  under  which  such  funds  are  held.  They  shall  in- 
spect the  books  and  receipts  of  the  Endowment  Treasurer,  and 
shall  report  to  the  Board  how  the  income  therefrom  has  been  ex- 
pended. 

Your  Committee  report,  also,  the  following  resolutions,  viz  :

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uuiversity  of  the  South 
inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  special  service  held 
in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  I  a.  M.  The  Holy  Commu- 
nion was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  as- 
sisted by  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  and  the  Bishop 
of  Arkansas,  who  delivered  the  address,  his  subject  be- 
ing, "  Church  Unity.17 

Immediately  after  the  service  the  Board  assembled  in 
Convocation  Hall,  and  was  formally  called  to  order  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Chancellor,  whose  illness  precluded  his  attendance. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  following  named  Bishops, 
Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees,  answered  to  their  names  :

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  D.D.,  presented  the  creden- 
dentials  of  himself  and  Mr.  Wm.  L.  London  as  Trustees 
from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  which,  on  motion, 
were  referred  to  the  following  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials :  The  Bishop  of  Florida,  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  and 
Mr.  W.  W\  Hampton.  The  Board  took  a  recess  until 
this  Committee  reported. 


The  Committee  on  Credentials  offered  the  following 
verbal  report,  viz:  "That  from  North  Carolina  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire  and  Messrs.  Wm.  L.  London,  and  Wm. 
A.  Smith  have  been  elected  Trustees  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  and  including  1892  ;  and  from  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  Western  Texas  the  Rev.  F.  R, 
Starr  and  Messrs.  W.  P.  Fiuley  and  W.  M.  Atkinson  have 
been  elected  for  three  years  from  and  including  the 
year  1892."     The  report  was  adopted. 
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The  Executive  Committee  submitted  the  following  re- 
port : 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  July  28th,  1692. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South  : 

The  Executive  Committee  reports  as  follows  : 

On  August  7th,  1891,  the  claim  of  Mr.  ¥m.  Halsey  Wood  for 
fees  as  architect  of  the  University  Chapel  was  referred  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Committee. 

The  new  chapel  account  of  Dr.  Hodgson  was  referred  to  Mr.  Yan 
Hoose. 

The  subjects  of  sanitation  and  water  supply  were  referred  to  Mr. 
Yan  Hoose,  with  authority  to  have  such  surveys  made  as,  in  his 
opinion,  might  he  necessary. 

The  Yice-Chancellor  was  requested  to  procure  three  hoods 
suitable  for  conferring  the  degree  of  LL.D. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  buy  a  safe  for  his  office,  the 
cost  thereof  not  to  exceed  $100. 

The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  was  advised  to  let  the 
South  Pittsburg  Building  &  Construction  Company  have  stone 
from  quarries  on  the  domain  of  the  University  to  complete  its 
Atlanta  contract,  but  that  no  other  contract  for  the  sale  of  stone  in 
large  quantities  should  be  made  until  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  relation  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  infirmary,  was  referred  to  the  Yice-Chancellor  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands.  On  August  8.  1891, 
the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  was  authorized  to  have 
constructed  a  new  hatch-way,  to  cover  the  opening  in  roof  of  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  and  to  have  said  roof  repaired  and  repainted. 

The  Treasurer  was  directed  to  remit  to  Hon.  Henry  Watterson 
the  sum  of  $50.00,  and  to  Rev.  Drs.  Hoffman  and  Mallory,  each, 
the  sum  of  $75.00  on  account  of  expenses  incurred  by  them  on 
their  recent  visit  to  Sewanee,  and  that  he  convey  to  each  of  them, 
in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  an  expression  of  its  thanks  for 
their  interest  and  service  in  behalf  of  Sewanee. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  every  applicant. 
who,  with  the  consent  of  his  parents  or  guardian,  may  present 
himself  for  admission  into  the  University,  shall  be  entitled  to  stand 
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such  examinations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 

and  if  he  pass  such  examinations  he  should    be   entitled   to   admis- 
sion. 

On  December  30,  1891,  the  Secretary  reported  that  the  balance 
due  Mr.  Wm.  Halsey  Wood  for  services  as  architect,  under  con- 
tract made  by  the  former  Vice-Chancellor,  is  $588,  and  that  Mr. 
Wood  would  accept  that  amount  in  full  satisfaction  of  his  claim. 

Mr.  Van  Hoose  reported  that  be  had  examined  the  new  chapel 
account  of  Dr.  Hodgson,  and  recommended  that  the  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  accept  in  settlement  of  said  account  $192,  the  balance 
shown  by  Dr.  Hodgson's  account  to  be  due  the  University.  Report 
received  and  adopted. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted,  to-wit: 
1st.  That  the  Yice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  appoint,  for  one 
year,  an  Instructor  or  acting  Professor  in  the  School  of  Commerce 
and  Trade,  at  a  salary  of  $1000.00,  which  salary  is  guaranteed  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  Van  Hoose,  should  the  fees  of  said  school  be  insufficient 
to  pay  the  same. 

2nd.  That  the  Commisioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be  directed 
to  provide  such  rooms  and  equipment  for  the  School  of  Commerce 
and  Trade  as  may  be  required  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  In- 
structor or  acting  Professor  of  said  school,  provided  the  cost 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $500.00,  which  amount,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to 
pay,  on  the  order  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

On  December  31,  1891,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to 
Gen.  E.  Kirby-Smith  an  expression  of  the  sympathy  and  sorrow 
felt  by  the  Committee  because  of  the  destruction  of  his  residence 
by  fire. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  authorized  to  settle  the  claim  of  Mr. 
Wm.  Halsey  Wood,  aud  for  this  purpose  he  was  authorized  to 
draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  not  exceeding  $588.00,  and  the  Treasurer 
was  directed  to  honor  said  draft  when  presented. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  to  establish  a  Medical  De- 
partment were  adopted,  to-wit: 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of 
the  South  be  hereby  organized  by  the  election  of  the  following 
named  gentlemen  as  Professors,  viz  :

Resolved  (2),  That  Dr.  H.  W.  Blanc  be  appointed  Dean  of  said 
Medical  Faculty,  and,  in  case  any  of  the  above-named  gentlemen 
decline  their  election,  the  vacancy  or  vacaucies  shall  be  tempora- 
rily filled  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  upon  nomination  by  the  Medical 
Faculty. 

Resolved  (3).  That  Dr.  Cameron  Piggot,  Professor  of  Chemistry 
in  the  University,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Medical  Faculty, 
without  additional  salary. 

Resolved  (4),  That  Thompson  Hall  be  appropriated  for  the  pres- 
ent use  of  the  Medical  Department. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Medical  Faculty,  be  authorized  to  draw  up  a  schedule  of  studies 
and  of  hours,  to  prescribe  such  regulations  as  he  and  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  to  advertise  the  school  and  have  it  opened  be- 
fore May  1st,  1892. 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  matriculation  fee  for  students  entering 
the  Medical  Department  shall  be  fixed  at  ten  dollars,  which  shall 
be  appropriated  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  ; 
and  that  the  amount  of  tuition  fees  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Medical  Faculty,  in  consultation  with  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Resolved  (7),  That  all  money  for  tuition  fees  received  from  stu- 
dents in  the  Medical  Department  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
Professors  of  this  Department  by  the  action  of  the  Medical  Facul- 
ty, and  such  apportionments  shall  constitute  the  salaries  of  such 
Professorships  until  such  time  as  fixed  salaries  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved  (8),  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay,  on  the 
order  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  an  amount  not  exceeding  $1,500  for 
the  purpose  of  advertising  the  Medical  School  and  of  fitting  up 
Thompson  Hall  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

Prof.  B.  Lawton  "Wiggins,  of  the  Building  Committee,  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Building  and  Lauds,  were  authorized  to  insure 
"Walsh  Memorial  Hall  "  for   such    sum    and   for  such  term  as  bv 
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them  deemed  expedient ;  and  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay 
the  cost  of  said  insurance. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 
Resolved,  That  the  note  and  mortgage  of  George  W.  Harrison  be 
surrendered  and  cancelled  by  the  Treasurer  on  payment  of  the 
same.  That  so  much  of  said  proceeds  as  belongs  to  the  Clinch 
Fund  be  reinvested  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  prescribed  in 
resolution  adopted  by  this  Committee,  May  28,  1891.  That  the 
balance  of  said  proceeds,  the  same  being  known  as  the  Thompson 
Fund,  be  treated  and  considered  by  the  Treasurer  as  a  loan  from 
the  Endowment  Fund  to  the  Corporation,  bearing  interest  at  7  per 
cent,  per  annum,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  that  the  same  be  applied,  first,  to  payment  of  deficit  re- 
ported by  him  to  this  Committee,  and,  secondly,  to  payment  of  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  Committee  at  this  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  and  directed  to  lend 
$5,000.00  of  the  Walsh  Memorial  Fund  for  ninety  days,  on  appro- 
val similar  to  that  required  by  the  resolutions  of  this  Committee  for 
investment  of  Endowment  Funds. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be  di- 
rected to  procure  a  written  application  for  the  lease  desired  by  Prof. 
Wells,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  said  lease,  unless  doubtful  of 
his  authority  to  do  so,  or  as  to  the  expediency  of  doing  so,  in  which 
event  he  shall  transmit  said  application,  with  his  opinion  endorsed 
thereon,  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee  for  further  direction. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be  di- 
rected to  procure  from  W.  S.  Bennett  a  written  proposition  for  set- 
tlement of  pending  litigation  between  himself  and  the  University; 
to  submit  the  same,  when  obtained,  to  counsel  of  the  University 
for  their  opinion,  and  then  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of 
this  Committee  for  instructions ;  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  au- 
thorized to  pay  such  amount  as  may  be  required  to  execute  settle- 
ment, if  any  be  made,  of  the  litigation  with  W.  S.  Bennett. 

On  the  18th  day  of  April.  1892,  Prof.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  by  author 
ity  of  this  Committee,  bought  for  the  University  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  the  University  Hotel  Company,  at  a  cost  of 
$5,500.00,  and  subsequently  rented  the  property  for  one  year  for 
$800.00  and  one-half  of  all  profits  in  excess  of  an  additional 
$800.00.     The   terms   of  said  purchase,    and  of  said  rent  contract. 
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are   hilly   stated   in    the    report   of   Prof.   Wiggins,  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

In  May  last,  this  Committee  received  through  Mr.  Silas  McBee 
copies  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Tustin,  late  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  deceased.  The  18th  item  of  said  will  is  as  follows: 
"All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  real  and  person- 
al, which  may  come  to  the  hands  of  my  executor  <if  any)  I  give, 
bequeath  aud  devise  to  'The  Theological  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,'  located  at  Sewanee,  in  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, for  the  uses  of  said  corporation.1'  Said  will  was  made  on  the 
20th  of  July,  1S91.  It  does  not  appear  when  Mrs.  Tustin  died,  nor 
when  her  will  was  probated.  The  copy  from  which  the  above 
extract  is  taken  is  certified  by  the  Register  of  the  Probate  Court  of 
the  County  of  Kent,  in  the  State  of  Michigan.  Mr.  James  H.  Mc- 
Kee,  of  -Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  is  the  executor  of  said  will,  and 
furnishes  the  copy  delivered  to  this€ommittee  by  Mr,  McBee. 

Mr.  McKee  also  furnished  a  copy  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Isaac  Brown, 
late  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  deceased.  Mr.  Brown  was  Mrs. 
Tustin's  father.  Under  his  will  Mrs.  Tustin  was  one  of  three  resi- 
duary legatees.     The  residuary  clause  of  his  will  is  as  follows: 

,;  And  as  to  and  concerning  all  the  rest  residue  and  remainder  of 
«iy  said  real  and  personal  estate  in  trust  from  time  to  time  to  pay 
and  divide  the  annual  produce  and  income  arising  therefrom  unto 
and  amongst  my  three  daughters,  Alice,  wife  of  said  Moses  B. 
Lockwood.  Mary  W.,  wife  of  Josiah  P.  Tustin,  and  Adeline 
Brown,  in  equal  shares  during  their  respective  natural  lives,  for 
their  respective  sole  and  separate  and  inalienable  use  and  benefit, 
and  upon  their  respective  separate  receipts,  and  that  as  to  my  said 
daughter  Adeline  in  addition  to  the  other  provisions  for  her  here- 
inbefore contained.  And  from  and  immediately  after  the  decease  of 
my'said  daughters  respectively,  I  direct  my  said  Trustee  to  stand 
and  be  possessed  -of  and  interested  in  so  much  and  such  part  or 
parts  of  my  said  real  and  personal  estate  from  whence  the  income 
of  in  or  to  which  my  said  daughters  respectively  shall  be  or  become 
entitled  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  trust  lastly  hereinbefore  con- 
fined in  trust  for  such  person  or  persons  as  each  of  them,  my  said 
daughters,  by  her  last  will  and  testament  shall  or  may  direct,  limit 
or  appoint,  and  in  default  of  any  and  every  such  direction,  limita- 
tion and  appointment,  or  if  incomplete,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not 
extend,  then  in  trust  for   the   child   or   cbtfhren    of  ruv   said   son. 
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Nathaniel,  deceased,  living  at  my  decease,  aud  the  child  or  chil- 
dren then  living  of  such  child  or  children  of  my  said  son,  Natha- 
niel, deceased,  as  may  then  be  dead,  and  his  heirs,  or  their  heirs, 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns  for  his,  her  or  their  own 
benefit  in  equal  shares  as  between  brothers  and  sisters,  and  so  that 
the  child  or  children  collectively  of  a  deceased  child  shall  take  only 
such  share  as  his,  her  or  their  parent  would  have  taken  if  living." 

Copies  of  said  wills  and  the  correspondence  of  this  Committee 
with  the  executor  of  Mrs  Tustin  in  reference  to  said  bequests  are 
herewith  submitted,  with  a  recommendation  that  the  same  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Endowment. 

This  Committee  reports,  with  pleasure,  that  Mr.  McKee  will 
probably  be  at  Sewanee  to  meet  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its 
present  session. 

Herewith  is  also  submitted  a  letter  received  by  the  Committee 
from  Mr.  Win.  Elwell  in  reference  to  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Cbas. 
Connor.  It  is  recommended  that  this  letter  be  also  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Endowment. 

This  Committee  with  pleasure  informs  the  Board  that  Mrs. 
Clinch,  of  Savannah.  Ga.,  has  supplemented  her  original  gift  of 
$5,000.00  to  the  Theological  Department  with  the  additional  sum 
of  $10,000.00.  Said  original  gift  established  the  ■*  Walburg  Schol- 
arship" in  the  Theological  Department.  By  her  supplemental  deed, 
said  two  gifts,  with  such  additional  contributions  under  said  deed 
as  may  hereafter  be  made,  shall  constitute  and  be  known  as  the 
"Walburg  Scholarship  Fund,"  to  be  administered  as  therein  pro- 
vided by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  yesterday,  Mr.  Van  Hoose 
reported  that  he  had  carefully  investigated  the  subjects  of  sanita- 
tion and  water  supply,  and  was  prepared  to  state  the  result,  of  that 
investigation;  whereupon,  on  motion,  the  subject  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  recommendation  that  it  be 
made  the  special  order  for  Monday  next,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
that  the  report  of  Mr.  Yan  Hoose  be  then  made. 

Herewith  is  presented  a  plat  with  accompanying  notes,  made  on 
the  request  of  the  Committee  by  Major  G.  K.  Fairbanks,  indicating 
the  lands  which,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  should  be 
reserved  for  University  purposes;  with  reference  to  which  this 
Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution, 
torwit : 
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Resolved,  That  the  lands  indicated  by  the  plat  and  notes  made 
by  Major  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  reserved,  and  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  Major  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  accompanying  said  plat 
and  notes  be  aud  the  same  are  hereby  adopted.

Notes  and  Recommendations  of  Maj.    Geo.   R.    Fairbanks,     made 
part  of  the  Executive  Committee's  report. 

That  the  following  reservations  be  made  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  University  in  buildings,  grounds  and  parks: 

1st  The  triangular  piece  of  ground  lying  between  University 
Avenue  and  Polk  Avenue,  bounded  on  the  west  by  University 
Avenue,  on  the  east  by  Polk  Avenue,  on  the  south  by  land  leased 
to  W.  H.  Toinlinson,  and  including  the  spriug  known  as  Atkinson's 
Spring.  Said  reservation  to  be  known  as  the  Polk  Park,  and 
marked  on  the  accompanying  plat  as  the  Polk  Park. 

Also,  the  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  University 
and  Sewanee  Avenues,  bounded  west  by  said  avenues,  south  by  lot 
leased  to  W.  S.  Lovell,  east  by  the  lands  and  lot  leased  to 

S.  G.  Jones,  and  north  by  street,  and  marked  on  accempanying 
plat  as  the  Elliott  Park. 

Also,  the  parcel  of  land  included  in  the  following  lines:  Be- 
ginning at  south-west  corner  of  the  St.  Augustine  Chapel  enclo- 
sure ;  thence  to  the  north-east  corner  of  lot  leased  to  Gen.  E. 
Kirby-Smith  ;  thence  west  with  his  north  line  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  his  lot ;  thence  north-westerly  across  the  Polk  Spring 
branch  to  the  Curlycue  in  Hodgson  drive  ;  thence  north-easterly 
along  said  drive  to  a  point  200  feet  west  from  the  enclosure  of  the 
Sewanee  Base-ball  Grounds  ;  thence  north-westerly  to  a  point  200 
feet  south-westerly  of  the  westerly  line  of  said  Sewanee  Base-ball 
Grounds;  thence  parallel  with  the  north-west  line  of  the  said 
grounds  to  the  road  known  as  the  Decherd  road  ;  thence  north- 
easterly to  the  Roark's  Cove  road;  thence  with  said  road  southerly 
to  the  south-west  corner  of  the  lot  leased  to  Miss  Milhado ;  thence 
with  her  south-westerly  line   to  the  Circle  ;    thence  following  said 
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Circle  easterly  from  said  intersection  around  said  Circle  to  the 
north-west  corner  of  the  street  leading  south  from  said  Circle  along 
the  rear  of  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall  to  the  Cemetery  street;  thence 

westwardly  to   the  north-west  corner  of  the  lot  leased  to 

Glass ;  thence  southerly  along  westerly  line  of  said  Glass  lot  to 
lot  leased  to  W.  P.  DuBose;  thence  westwardly  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  said  DuBose's  lot;  thence  southerly  to  street  in  front  of 
St.  Augustine  Chapel  enclosure ;  thence  westwardly  along  said 
street  to  University  Avenue,  at  the  place  of  beginning.  The  said 
reservation  being  marked  on  accompanying  plat  with  red  lines  as 
=     University  Reservation. 

Also,  the  plat  of  ground  known  as  the  Sewanee  Base-ball 
Ground,  lying  north  of  the  Cemetery,  and  500  feet  square,  as  desig- 
nated on  accompanying  plat  with  red  lines  as  The  Sewanee  Base- 
ball Grounds. 

Also,  the  lands  known  as  the  Cemetery  lot,  and  enclosed  on 
three  sides  with  a  stone  wall ;  and  also  a  distance  of  150  feet  on 
the  south  and  east  sides  of  said*  enclosure,  as  well  as  the  strip  be- 
tween said  Cemetery  north  wall  and  the  street. 

Also,  all  Yiews,  subject  to  special  exceptions  which  may  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Also,  all  springs  and  a  space  surrounding  same,  comprised  within 
a  circle  with  a  radius  of  50  feet  from  such  springs. 

Also,  the  mines  extending  south-westerly  from  the  Polk  Spring, 
and  inclnding  both  sides  thereof  as  far  the  Curlycue  road  on  the 
west,  and  eastward ly  as  far  as  the  leased  lots,  and  for  a  distance  of 
250  feet  east  of  said  Polk  Spring  branch,  and  as  far  south  as  the 
lease  made  to  Rev.  T.  Hodgson.  D,T).,  and  on  the  west  side  also, 
excepting  the  lot  leased  to  Dr.  Pigirotas  far  as  I>r.  Hodgson's  leased 
lot. 

The  lots  designated  on  accompanying  phti  by  the  letter  P,  in  red 
ink,  shall  be  subject  to  lease  by  Professors  or  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity only,  and  such  lease  as  may  be  made  of  any  of  said  lots,  so 
marked,  shall  contain  a  clause  that  in  case  of  the  termination  of' 
such  officers  or  Professors'  connection  with  the  University,  and  his 
removal,  such  lease  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  University  at  its 
option.  The  improvements,  which  have  been  made  by  such  lessees 
to  be  valued  and  paid  for  by  the  University,  if  it  elects  to  take  the 
property  leased,  upon  an  agreed  valuation,  or,  iu  case  of  disagree- 
ment, at  such  valuation  as  may  be  fixed  by   arbitrators,    to  one  be 
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chosen  by  each  party,  with  the  privilege  to  them  to  choose  a  third. 
And  any  other  lots  may  hereafter  be  set  aside  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  or  the  Executive  Committee  for  Professors'  residences, 
outside  of  the  Reserve  known  as  the  University  Reserve,  subject 
to  the  same  conditions. 

[Note. — The  plat  mentioned  is  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Lands,  and  is  designated  as  "Plat  of  Reserva- 
tions."]

SECOND  DAY. 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  July  29,   1892. 

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock.  The  minutes  of  the  first 
day  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kuight  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  acting  Chancellor  substituted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knight 
tor  Rev.  Mr.  Rees  on  the  Committee  on  Board  and 
Boarding  Houses.

Resolved  That  it  be  referred  to  the   Committee   on   Organization 
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to  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  for  a  midsummer  vacation 
of  three  weeks — the  Lent  term  to  begin  early  enough  to  allow  for 
such  vacation. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  made  a  statement  relative  to 
resolution  of  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  on  page  31  of  pro- 
ceedings of  1891. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  conveyed  to  the  Board  the 
greetings  of  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  and  his  regrets 
that  he  is  unable  to  be  present  at  this  session  of  the 
Board. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  12  o'clock. 

The  Board  re-assembled  at  the  hour  mentioned,  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  acting  Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  as  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Executor  of  Mrs. 
Mary  W.  Tustin,  made  the  following  report : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South  : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  confer  with  J.  H.  McKee,  Esq., 
with  reference  to  the  Tustin  will,  he  being  the  executor  thereof, 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report,  to-wit : 

We  have  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  McKee,  and  find  that  the 
University  will  probably  receive,  at  an  early  date,  about  $25,000 
from  the  estate  of  said  decedent.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  W. 
Tustin  also  contained  a  clause  which  bequeathes  to  the  University 
about  $40,000.00,  but  the  Trustee  of  the  latter  fund  has  refused  to 
pay  over  such  fund  to  the  executor  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Tus- 
tin, claiming  that  said  clause  in  said  will  is  too  vague  and  indefi- 
nite, and  is  therefore  invalid.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  wise  for  this  Board  to  appoint  some  member  of  this  Board, 
learned  in  the  law,  with  full  and  complete  power  and  authority  to 
settle  with  the  executor  of  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Tustin's  estate,  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  executor  of  the  estate  of  Isaac  Brown,  deceased, 
upon  such  terms  as  he  may  deem  best,  and  with  authority  to  make 
proper  receipts  and  acquittances  therefor.  We  therefore  offer  res- 
olution to  this  effect.

Your  Committee  cannot  help  but  believe  that  the  donors  of  the 
various  Scholarships  in  the  University  intended  that  the  University 
should  receive  some  pecuniary  benefits  lrom  these  Scholarships, 
But  under  the  present  policy  no  such  benefit  accrues. 

There  are  now  seven  of  these  Scholarships  in  the  University, 
each  one  yielding  $300  annually,  all  of  which  is  given  to  their  re- 
spective beneficiaries.  From  the  Treasurer's  report  it  appears  that 
$160  is  sufficient  to  defray  the  annual  expense  of  a  student  in  St. 
Luke's  Hall,  and  that  $200  is  the  amount  usually  allowed  holders 
of  Scholarships  in  other  institutions  of  learning. 

Two  hundred  dollars  would  give  the  student  $40  in  excess  of  his 
actual  expense,  but  in  addition  to  this,  your  Committee  is  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  a  student  should  himself  bear  some  portion  of 
his  expense.  They  therefore  recommend  that  hereafter  the  student 
holding  a  Scholarship  shall  receive  $200  per  annum,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  Endowments  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  De- 
partment, in  which  the  Scholarship  is  held  the  remaining  $100  to 
be  used  in  the  payment  of  the  general  expense  of  that  Department. 
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Your  Committee  father  report  that  this  Board,  at  its  session  in 
1889,  adopted  the  following  resolutions,  which  are  here  reported, 
with  a  recommendation  that  the  same  be  readopted,  and  given  the 
force  of  statutes-,  and  the  Treasurer  required  to  conform  to  them, 
and  he  be  so  informed  by  the  Secretary  : 

I.  Resolved  (27),  That  the  income  of  the  University  in  the 
Academic  Department,  from  students,  Supply  Department,  &c, 
be  applied  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  payment,  first,  of  the  salaries  of 
the  Professors;  second,  to  the  payment  of  interest  and  taxes. 

II.  Resolved  (28),  That  the  income  of  the  Department  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  University,  particularly  the  rents  received,  be 
applied,  first,  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  oi  the  Uni- 
versity, aud  expenses ;  second,  to  meet  any  deficiency  in  the  in- 
come of  the  Academic  Department. 

III.  Resolved  (29),  That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for 
expenses  and  repairs.  If  any  more  is  necessary  for  this  purpose, 
then  the  amount  therefor  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
If  its  expenditure  is  immediately  necessary  from  any  cause,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  be  not  in  session,  then  the  expenditure  may 
be  made  on  the  approval  of  three  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Committee  finds,  and  with  pleasure  reports,  that  the  office 
of  Treasurer  has  been  administered  during  the  past  year  with  con- 
spicuous fidelity. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  fact,  that  the  teaching  force  of  the  Grammar  School  seems  to 
be  excessive.  The  number  of  students  is  now  64,  who  are  taught 
by  a  Master  and  four  assistants.  Your  Committee  submits  that 
fewer  teachers  should  be  able  to  do  the  present  Grammar  School 
work,  and  they  recommend  that  the  force  of  the  school  be  reduced 
to  the  Master  aud  two  assistants,  and  that  the  sum  of  $3,100  be 
appropriated  for  their  salaries,  to-wit :  $1,500  for  the  Master, 
$1,000  for  the  1st  Assistant,  and  $600  for  the  2nd  Assistant,  in 
accordance  with  which  they  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  teaching  force  of  the  Grammar  School  be  re- 
duced to  a  Master  and  two  Assistants,  whose  salaries  shall  be  re- 
spectively $1,500,  $1,000,  aud  $600. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power 
to  increase  this  force  should  an  increase  of  students  demand  it,  but

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and  have  paid  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  said    Department, 
The  hond  is  herewith  submitted. 

Through  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment  I  have  received  nne(l) 
deed  for  two  (2)  lots,  in  the  town  of  Salisbury,  North  Carolina, 
each  50x150  feet,  the  gift  of  the  Hon.  John  S.  Heuderson,  of  North 
Carolina.  These  lots  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  their  value  is  unknown  to  me.  The  deed  and  letters 
relating  thereto  are  submitted  for  your  examination. 

I  have  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment  a  list  of 
certain  notes  and  subscriptions,  held  by  him,  under  your  instruc- 
tions for  collection.  The  same  is  hereby  submitted,  and  I 
venture  to  suggest  a  comparison  of  his  report,  my  statement,  and 
this  list,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  collections  more  fully 
than  I  am  able,  up  to  this  time,  to  explain.  These  notes  and  sub- 
scriptions were  never  in  my  hands,  and  I  have  not  been  advised 
other  than  as  per  enclosed  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  several 
collections,  reported  to  me  by  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  and 
by  him,  in  part  retained  on  account  of  salary.  You  will  note  that 
I  have  received  no  actual  money  from  the  Commissioner  of  Endow 
ment,  this  being  indicated  by  the  form  ol  the  letters  of  advice  ac- 
companying each  notification. 

This  variation  from  the  manner  indicated  by  the  Board  seems 
justified  by  the  condition  of  the  University  Treasury,  and  the 
agreement  reached  at  your  meeting  on  August  7th,  last,  at  which 
meeting  I  was  present  by  your  request. 

I  have  received  no  other  securities  from  any  one.  The  Univer- 
sity Treasurer  has  not  deemed  it  practicable  to  turn  over  to  me  any 
securities  held  by  him.  Correspondence  thereto  attached,  is 
marked   "c." 

I  have  not  made  bond,  as  required  by  the  Board.  Your  Chair- 
man, in  view  of  the  condition  of  the  University  Treasury,  directed 
me  to  let  the  matter  rest  until  pressing  necessity  seemed  to  de- 
mand it. 

Owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  times,  and  the  nature  of  the   ac- 
counts, I  have  not  pressed  the  collections  of  the  old    matters,    con 
teraplated  in  your  resolution  of  August  7th  last. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  Harrison  introduced  the  following  resolution  as  a 
substitute  for  the  resolution  of  the  Finance  Committee 
appended  to  their  supplemental  report : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  on  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  he  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  Treas- 
urer of  Endowment,  and  the  latter  to  lend,  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet 
the  existing  deficit,  ou  the  note  of  the  Corporation,  for  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $5,000,  bearing  interest  at  G  per  cent,  per  annum,  which 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  is  authorized  to  make  and  deliver 
to  the  Treasurer  of  Endowment. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  the  substitute,  Mr.  London 
moved  the  followiug: 

That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be  asked  to  appear  before 
the  Board  to  make  reply  to  such  inquiries  as  may  be  addressed  to 
him  in   this  connection. 

A  division  having  been  called  for,  the  motion  was  lost, 
the  vote  being  S  in  favor  of  and  14  against  it. 
On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  it  was 

Resolved  (16),  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  substitute  of  Mr.  Harrison  be  post- 
poned, and  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  inquire  and  report  the 
bonds  issued  by  the  University  under  the  mortgage. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was 

Resolved  (17),  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  required  to  se- 
cure from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  an  authentic  bond  ac- 
count, and  that  herealter  the  Treasurer's  report  contain  such  ac- 
count. 

On  motion  ot  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  the  application 
of  Mr.  Sam.  Biery,  Janitor,  for  increase  of  salary,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  it  was 

Resolved  (18),  That  the  Committee   on  Buildings  and  Lands  in- 
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quire  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  authorizing  the  use  of  the 
Hodgson  Library  Building  to  provide  apartments  for  Theological 
students  when  there  shall  he  no  more  room  in  St.  Luke's  Hall. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Board  re-assembled  after  recess. 

The  Secretary  called  the  name  of  Mr.  C.  P.  Hammond, 
Alumni  Trustee,  who  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  that  the  amount  of 
outstanding  mortgage  is  $40,000,  and  that  $5,100  of  the 
$39,400  of  bonds  originally  issued  have  been  cancelled  ; 
that  the  Thompson  Fund  has  been  accounted  for,  its  use 
having  been  reported  at   the  last  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  report  was  received  as  information. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  made  the 
following  report : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  beg  to  offer  the 
following  report: 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  resolution  of  the  Heb- 
domadal Board,  contained  in  their  report,  petitioning  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  "  take  under  consideration  a  complete  revision  of  our 
statutes,"  and  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider and  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  a  revision 
and  codification  of  the  Constitution  and  Statutes,  and  showing  res- 
olutions, if  after  investigation,  said  Committee  deem  such  revision 
and  codification  expedient. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Chair, 
by  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  your  Committee  has  had  under  con- 
sideration, viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  en- 
quire and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  changing  Article  4  of  the 
Constitution,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  Chancellor  for 
a  term  of  years,  and  to  make  other  provision  for  the  presidency  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor.* 
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Your  Committee  respectfully  .submits  this  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution    lie    stricken   out, 
and  that  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

ARTICLE    IV. 

THE    CHANCELLOR    OF    THE    UNIVERSITY. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and 
by  orders  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  his  absence  the  senior  Bishop  pres- 
ent shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  and  after  organization,  the  Board 
shall  proceed  to  elect  a  President  pro-tempore.  In  either  case,  the 
President  of  the  Board  shall  be  one  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office 
of  Chancellor,  such  vacancy  shall  be  til  ed  by  an  election  for  the 
unexpired  term,  to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Should  a 
vacancv  occur  while  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  the  senior  Bishop, 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Board,  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  the 
Chancellor  until  the  Board  meets. 

Resolved,  That  Statute  I.  be  repealed. 

Edwin  G.  Weed,  Chairman. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted,  the  second  resolution  being  passed 
unanimously  on  a  rising  vote. 

Mr.  Silas  McBee  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes: 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Professors  are  elected  that  some  of 
them  be  elected  for  three  years,  some  two,  some  one,  instead  of 
electing  all  at  once. 

The  Commissioner  of  Endowment  made  his  report  and 
submitted  his  financial  statement,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Endowment. 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  July  29th,  1892. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee, 
Tennessee  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  on  account  of  the  gen- 
eral financial  condition  of  the  entire  country,  and  by  reason  of  ad- 
vice from  members  of  your  Board,    as   well   as   prominent  business 
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men,  I  have  devoted  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year  to  indirect 
work  for  endowment.  I  have  made  public  addresses  wherever  and 
whenever  I  conld  find  opportunity,  and  have  cultivated  every 
germ  of  promise.  The  accompanying  statement  will  show  the  ac- 
tual result  in  money  and  subscriptions,  but  does  not,  I  am  per- 
suaded, indicate  the  amount  or  nature  of  the  work  done. 

I  constantly  hear  of  students  who  have  come,  and  of  others  who 
propose  to  come  to  the  University  in  consequence  of  my  work. 

I  know  of  some  persons  who  have  remembered  the  University  in 
their  wills,  and  I  believe  there  are  others,  who  have  not  informed 
me  of  their  purpose. 

When  I  began  this  work  I  stated  clearly  my  conviction  that  our 
people  needed  to  know  of  the  great  work  here,  and  learn  to  believe 
in  it  and  love  it  before  we  could  expect  auy  great  success  in  the 
matter  of  endowment.  This  conviction  has  deepened  with  each 
year  of  my  work,  and  not  only  are  the  services  of  your  Commis- 
sioner needed  to  create  this  interest  and  give  this  information,  but 
the  active,  earnest  and  persistent  support  of  every  member  of  the 
Church  who  believes  in  Christian  education  as  a  power  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  the  earth,  and  the  uplifting 
of  our  civilization. 

I  shall  hope  to  have  opportunity  to  speak  more  fully  on  this 
matter  when  the  matter  of  endowment  is  discussed.     I  am,

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  August  1,  1892. 

The  Board  assembled  at  10:30  o'clock. 
The  minutes  of  the  third  day's  proceedings  were  read 
and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  it  was 

Resolved  (21),  That  the  order  of  the  day  for  11  o'clock  be  post- 
poned. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Loudon,  it  was 

Resolved  (22),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Dr.  Blanc,  Rev.  Dr. 
Shoup  and  Prof.  Wiggins  he  requested  to  appear  before  the  Board 
and  to  advise  with  it  during  the  consideration  of  the  question  of 
sanitation  and  water  supply. 

The  Committee  on  Walsh  Memorial  building  submit- 
ted their  report : 

July  30,  1892. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

We  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  statemeut  of  the  estimates  issued 
by  your  Building  Committee,  which  will  show  that  there  has   been 
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paid  on  the  amount  ($28,745.00)  contracted  for  the  erection  of  the 
"Walsh  Memorial  Hall  the  sum  of  $26,528.57,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$2,116.43  due  the  South  Pittsburg  Construction  &  Building  Com- 
pany. The  statement  will  further  show  that  of  the  amount  ($2,- 
825. 00(  contracted  for  the  steam-heatiog  aud  water-pipes,  we  have 
paid  Messrs.  Mooney  &  Baine,  of  Nashville,  the  contractors,  the 
sum  of  $1,799.48,  leaving  a  balance  due  them  of  $825.52.  We  have 
expended  in  extras  (an  itemized  statement  of  which  is  enclosed) 
the  sum  of  $1,888.19. 

Our  liabilities  then  may  be  thus  written  : 

Contract  price  on  building $28,745  00 

'"  steam -heating,    etc 2,625  00 

Extras  thus  far 1,888  19* 

Total $33,258  19- 

In  our  report  last  summer  we  stated  that  Col.  Walsh  had  given 
the  sum  ot  $20,000.00.  Since  then  he  has  given  the  future  sum  of 
$8  745.00  and  $4,500.00,  making  a  grand  total  of  $33,245.00,  whichr 
with  the  amounts  received  from  freight  rebates,  are  expected  U» 
cover  the  liabilities. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  resolution  of  thanfcs  be  voted  Col. 
Walsh  for  these  additional  benefactions. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  work  done  by 
our  contractors,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  A.  McRae,  and 
to  commend  them  to  your  consideration  in  the  erection  of  futuie 
buildings. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  completed  by  the  17th  of 
August,  but  as  no  provision  fs  as  yet  made  for  furniture,  we  have 
thought  it  well  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact.  We  have  sev- 
eral designs  and  estimates  for  the  furniture,  and  are  prepared  to 
give  information  relative  to  the  same.  About  $2,000.00  will  be  re- 
quired for  this  purpose.

On  motion  ot  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  so  much  of  the  re- 
port as  relates  to  providing  for  the  means  for  the  fur- 
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nisbing  of  the  building  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  and  so  much  of  it  as  relates  to  other  mat- 
ters therein  contained  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Lauds. 

Rev.  Mr.  Powers  moved,  as  a  substitute,  that  the 
whole  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
Division— 14  in  favor,  —  against. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Hoose  submitted  the  following  : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  the   South : 

Gentlemen: — Under  instructions  from  the.  Executive  Commit- 
tee, I  beg  to  render  the  following  report  on  the  subject  of  Water 
"Works  and  Sanitation,  at  Sewanee  : 

For  sake  of  convenience,  I  shall  take  them  up  under  separate 
beads. 

I.       WATER    WORKS. 

The  usual  desire  tor  au  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  based  on 
the  well-known  and  recognized  laws  of  health  and  hygiene,  com- 
bined with  the  customary  demand  in  villages  and  cities  for  protec- 
tion against  fire,  flushing  of  sewers,  use  in  boilers,  building,  street 
sprinkling,  etc.,  and  the  many  needs  of  kitchen,  house,  farm  and 
lawns  seen  in  the  special  case  of  Sewauee,  to  be  increased  by  the 
fact  that  whether  correctly  or  incorrectly  there  seems  a  broad  aud 
spreading  idea  that  much  of  the  water  used  here  is  of  a  question- 
able, if  not  actual^'  dangerous  character. 

Owing  to  the  special  and  peculiar  reasons  which  exist  for  Se- 
wanee's  existence,  such  serious  rumors,  .even  if  incorrect,  would 
justify  us  in  spending  no  inconsiderable  amount,  even  were  it  only 
to  forever  set  at  rest  such  damaging  rumors. 

But  unfortunately  these  rumors  seem  to  have  some  foundation, 
in  fact,  as  stated  by  the  Health  Officer  in  his  report  to  this  session. 
Attention  is  here  called  to  that  report,  in  so  far  as  it  bears  on  this 
subject.  This  view  is  also  held,  to  some  exteut,  by  other  medical 
men,  as  to  the  use  of  water,  other  than  from  deep-flowing  springs, 
cisterns  and  deep  wells  of  low  temperature.  In  this  view,  this 
Board  has  always  concurred,  and  has,  at  almost  every  session, 
taken  steps  us  far  as  possible,  under  the   circumstances,  to  have  all 
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halls,  where  students  board,  use  only  such  water  as  was  approved 
by  the  Health  Officer. 

But  I  deem  it  my  duty,  in  this  report,  to  most  earnestly  urge  the 
immediate  advisability  of  setting  at  rest  these  damaging  rumors, 
annually  revived  by  our  own  published  proceedings,  and  added  to, 
from  time  to  time,  by  various  well-wishing  medical  iriends  who 
visit  our  domain,  by  putting  in  at  ouce  a  system  of  water  works 
which  will  practically  settle  the  matter,  besides,  in  many  ways, 
adding  to  health  and  valne  of  property,  and  prove  a  most  striking 
and  valuable  drawing  card  for  patronage. 

"  An  ounce  of  prevention  '"  now  may  save  us  many  bitter  and 
painful   "  pom, ds  of  cure." 

SOURCES    OF    SUPPLY. 

The  friends  of  Sewanee  need  feel  no  ultimate  apprehension  as  to 
the  abundance  and  purity  of  our  water  supply,  and  resources  in 
that  directiou.  The  same  unique,  and  somewhat  unusual  resources 
exist  now,  which  existed  and  served  as  an  almost  convincing  ar- 
gument in  urging  the  claims  of  this  plateau  thirty  odd  years  ago. 

(1.)  Large  springs  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  in  various  val- 
leys and  coves. 

(2.)  The  widely  extended,  heavily  wooded  and  uncultivated 
domain  owned  by  the  University,  seamed  in  many  places  with 
deep  rock-walled  gorges,  rendering  possible,  to  a  most  marked 
extent,  the  adoption  of  the  "  storage  system"  so  largely  adopted 
by  villages,  as  well  as  large  cities. 

(3.)  Over  a  dozen  cold,  deep-flowing  and  unfailing  freestone 
springs  on  the  plateau,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  (2),  all  on 
our  own  land  and  under  our  own  control.  Their  combined  daily 
flow  will  amount  to  at  least  150.000  gallons. 

(4.)  For  drinking,  as  well  as  for  general  purposes,  the  "cistern 
system,"  as  adopted  in  New  Orleans,  is,  in  this  high  latitude,  a 
most  excellent  and  safe  one. 

(5.1  There  seems  to  exist  strong  probability  that  the  "  bored- 
well"  system,  so  generally  used  with  very  satisfactory  results, 
would  also  be  available  here,  and  it  is  certain  that  our  coal  meas- 
ures would  yield  a  large  supply,  which  could  be  used  certainly  for 
all  other  purposes,  even  if  deemed  undesirable  for  drinking  and 
cooking  purposes. 
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For  immediate  -use,  and  as  most  available,  I  beg  to  recommend 
that  the  Board  adopt  the  system  of  direct  and  gravity  pressure, 
using  the  water  from  Polk  and  Otey  springs,  collected  iu  a  receiv- 
ing resovoir,  and  carried  by  mains  to  a  point  near  the  old  corner- 
stone site,  and  there  stored  in  tank  erected  on  a  derrick.  By  the 
use  of  the  usual  mains  and  side-lines  of  smaller  pipe,  the  water  can 
be  conveyed  to  all  desired  places.  From  data,  herewith  submit- 
ted and  marked  "  Exhibit  A,''  it  is  reasonably  estimated  that  a 
most  excellent  system,  which  would  give  us  an  abundant  supply 
for  years,  of  pure  water,  free  from  criticism,  could  lie  erected  and 
put  into  operation,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00 

The  plant  could  at  any  time  be  enlarged  to  almost  any  desired 
capacity  by  means  ot  the  storage  system,  or  by  going  to  Elliott 
and  Rutledge  springs,  some  four  miles  from  this  point,  and  which 
have  a  combined  flow  of  some  71,000  per  diem  ;  or  by  using  Green 
and  Curtis'  springs,  storing  their  waters  in  lake,  which  would  also 
afford  the  students  at  least  some  opportunity  for  beating. 

I  venture  to  offer  some  of  the  reasons  which  determine  me  in  se- 
lecting Polk  and  Otey  springs.  They  are  near  by  ;  are  deep-flow- 
ing, cold  and  pure.  They  have  a  daily  capacity  of  2f>,000  gallons- 
Polk  16,000  and  Otey  9,000— and  flow  together  at  a  distance  of 
about  500  feet  from  Polk  and  2,000  from  Otey.  The  location  of  a 
receiving  reservoir  for  their  waters  at  or  near  the  present  bathing 
pool— which  could  be  purchased  and  utilized  if  desired— would 
prove  favorable  in  several  respects.  The  same  boiler  power  could 
be  utilized  in  other  most  useful  ways.  At  no  distant  day— needed 
now— we  should  have  an  Electric  Light  Plant,  furnishing  both  arc 
and  incandescent  lights.  With  the  Schools  of  Chemistry,  Physics, 
Engineering,  Mathematics  and  Languages,  already  in  successful 
operation,  it  would  require  not  much  outlay  to  make  at  least  a 
creditable  begiuuiug  of  a  Technical  School,  by  utilizing  this  boiler 
power  and  putting  up  a  Foundry,  Smithy,  and  Carpeuter  Shop. 
Suggestion  is  also  made  of  using  this  power  for  the  Printing  Office, 
for  Laundry,  and  Ice  Machine,  <fce. 

This  location  is  also  central,  and  renders  it  possible  to  utilize 
some  of  the  Janitor  force  of  the  University  for  this  work. 

If  needed  and  practicable,  where  is  the  money  to  come  from  to 
build  Water  Works?  I  cannot  advise  or  get  my  personal  consent 
to  seeing  the  public  franchises  of  the  University  pass  from  her  com 
too],  either  in   whole  or  in  part  ;  though   it   is   likely  that  a  stock 
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company  could  be  formed  to  undertake    their  erection   if  we  conM 
so  decide. 

It  has  long  been  a  cherished  dream  of  mine— perhaps  only  a 
dream  in  this  material  age— to  see  men  of  wealth,  stirred  by  a 
sense  of  duty,  build  these  needed  improvements,  as  lasting  monu- 
ments and  memorials  of  love.  However,  as  a  business  matter,  I 
think  that  a  concentrated  effort  for  this  direct  and  specific  purpose, 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  aided  by  Bishops,  Trustees 
and  Alumni,  would  result  in  the  money  needed  by  March,  1893.  If 
not  forthcoming  from  that  source,  I  would  advocate  the  borrowing 
of  the  money  needed,  so  as  not  to  delay  the  erection  later  than  the 
spring  of  1893. 

II.       SANITATION, 

The  general  ^uestimis  of  sanitation  as  applied  in  detail  to  Se- 
wanee  and  our  domain  seem  capable  for  the  present  of  easy  so- 
lution by  the  scattered  condition  of  the  houses  and  altitude  of  sit- 
uation, if  even  fairly  good  attention  is  paid  by  individuals  to  meet 
known  laws  of  health  and  hygiene.  The  present  system,  as 
amended  and  recommended  in  the  present  report  of  the  Health  Of- 
ficer, seems  fully  to  meet  the  present  demand,  remembering,  al- 
ways, that  the  sun  is  the  best  and  most  untiring  sanitary  officer, 
as  well  as  the  best  friend  of  humanity  yet  known  and  on  duty. 
Should  the  introduction  of  Water  Works,  in  time,  create  such  a 
demand  for  stationary  bath-tubs,  water-closets,  etc.,  as  to  necessi- 
tate sanitary  sewers,  the  question  would  deserve  and  demand 
changed  conditions  and  methods. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather,  using  the  experience  and 
wisdom  of  those  who  have  gone  before  in  this  matter,  spending 
great  amounts  of  time,  thought  and  money  on  the  problem,  no  bet- 
ter system  has  jTet  been  obtained  than  the  so-called  "  Waring 
System  "  of  under-ground  pipes  and  flush  tanks. 

That  this  system  usually  calls  for  considerable  outlay  of  money 
is  a  well-known  fact.  But  it  is  believed  that  its  introduction 
would  not  involve  any  greater  outlay  in  our  case  than  that  incurred 
in  putting  in  the  water,  if  so  much. 

By  utilizing  natural  trends  of  ground,  access  could  be  gained  to 
a  bluff- side,  remote  from  settlement.  There,  by  using  the  sand 
process  of  stoppage  and  filtration  safety  aud  possibly,  even  some 
revenue  might  be  obtaiued  from  the  system  in  the  way  of  fertilizer . 
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vmt  by  parcbase  or  condemnation,  access  could  be  obtained  tr> 
wue  of  the  valley  creeks,  should  time  create  the  demand. 

I  beg  to  close  this  report  by  offering  the  following  resolutions : 

1st.     That  Water- Works  are  needed  now  at  Sewanee. 

2nd.  That  a  Committee  of  three  (-3),  to  be  elected  by  this  Board, 
at  this  session,  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  erecting  the  same,  oa 
$he  best  improved  and  most  carefully  selected  system,  and  that 
work  shall  begin  on  the  same,  not  later  than  March,  1893,  provided 
that  sufficient  funds  he  in  their  hands  by  that  time. 

3d.  That  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00,  to  be  secured  by  this 
Board,  on  such  terms  and  in  such  manner,  as  may  seem  best  t© 
them,  be  set  apart  for  the  above  purpose;  and,  ^that  <?f  that  sum 
only  so  much  be  expended  by  the  said  Committee  as  a  careful  re- 
gard of  the  many  other  pressing  needs  of  th«  University  seems  to 
be  urgently  demanded  by  their  special  duty  and  work. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

4.^  That  the  old  form  of  property  lease  be  taken  from  the  Secre- 
tary a  book,  corrected  and  revised,  so  as  to  give  the  Board  addi- 
tional control  over  the  premises  and  lease-holders,  with  a  view  to 
secure  better  sanitation,  and  the  effort  to  be  made  judiciously  to 
take  up  the  old  leases  and  to  introduce  the  new  form  as  promptly 
and  as  generally  as  possible.

income  shall  be  applied  to  support  and  education,  and  that  the 
trust  shail  be  Administered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Resolved  (84)7  That  the  matter  of  electing  officers  and  Professors 
-<»f  the  University  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow 
>morning  at  3.0  o'clock. 

The  CoBamittee  on  ©rgankation  offered  the  following 
(resolutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Organization. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  establishment  of  an  Infirmary  is  not  now 
-practicable. 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  not  expedient  to  make   any   change  ic. 
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the  vacations  of  the  University,  but  that  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
remedy  the  evils  complained  of. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
directed,  to  publish  in  the  Calendar,  a  tabulated  statement  of  all 
scholarships  in  the  University,  with  the  names  of  the  holders 
thereof,  with  full  information  as  to  their  enrollments  and  tenure, 
and  the  method  of  appointment  thereto. 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  be  printed  as  an  appendix 
to  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Resolved  (35),  That  the  subject  of  the  application  of  incomes 
from  scholarships  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three,  to  report  at 
this  session  of  the  Board. 

The  acting  Chancellor  appointed  as  such  Committee, 
the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Rev.  Mr.  Starr  and  Mr.  W.  K. 
Miller. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Statutes  was  read  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  relative  to  the  expediency  of  lessening  the  labors 
of  this  Board  by  means  of  Standing  Committee?,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  while  it  appreciates  the  good  work  which  might  be  ac- 
complished should  the  above  provision  be  carried  out,  yet  deems 
the  plan  impracticable. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  it  has  favorably  considered 
the  following  resolution  offered  by  Rev.  W".  D.  Powers,  and  asks 
its  adoption  by  this  Board  : 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  annually  a  Committee  on 
the  Grammar  School,  consisting  of  a  Bishop,  two  Clergymen  and 
two  Laymen,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the 
Grammar  School. 

Edwin  G.  Weed,  Chairman. 

Rev.  Mr.  Turner,  of  Texas,  appeared  and  took  his 
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seat,  vice  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  resigued,  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials having  passed  favorably  on  his  credentials. 
On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  it  was 
Resolved  (36),  That  from    and  after  to-day  the  Rev.  Br.  Oarun- 
chael  be  excused    from   further  attendance  on   this  meeting  of  the 
-Board. 

The  Committee  on  Organization  also  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  Committee  on  organization  would  respectfully  report  to  the 
Board  that  it  has  considered  the  suggestions  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  touching  the  organisation  of  the  Professors  of  the  several 
schools  of  the  University  into  Faculties  of  Bepartments,  each 
having  its  own  Bean  and  touching,  also,  the  giving  to  each  Fac- 
ulty a  limited  authority  of  legislation  and  of  discipline.  The  Com- 
mittee recommends  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  it  shall  approve 
the  suggestions  made,  and  offers  for  its  adoption  the  following 
resolutions,  viz: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes 
be  instructed  to  frame  an  additional  Statute  providing  that  the 
Professors  in  each  Bepartment  of  the  University  shall  be  organized 
into  a  Faculty,  which  may  elect  its  own  Bean. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes 
report  such  amendments  to  Statute  VII.  as  to  make  the  Hebdom- 
adal Board  consist  of  the  Beans  of  the  several  Faculties,  and  of 
such  of  the  Professors  as  the  Board  ot  Trustees  may  elect. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes 
report  to  the  Board  such  amendments  to  the  Statutes  as  shall  em- 
power each  Faculty  to  legislate  for  its  own  Bepartment  in  all  mat- 
ters not  involving  other  Bepartments,  and  not  in  terms  contradic- 
tory of  existing  enactments  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  of  the 
Hebdomadal  Board ;  but  providing  that  all  the  legislation,  inclu- 
ding rules  of  discipline,  made  by  Faculties  shall  be  subject  to  re- 
vision by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and 
must  receive  the  approval  of  the  Vice- Chancellor  before  going  into 
effect.  And  that  it  be  further  provided  that  in  case  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  shall  disapprove  any  legislative  act  of  a  Faculty  he 
shall  lay  such  legislation  before  the    Hebdomadal  Board,  and   his 
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decision  shall  stand  unless  overruled  by  a  majority  of  the  Hebdom- 
adal Board. 

4.  Resolved,.  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes 
report  to  the  Board  such  changes  in  Statutes  VII.  and  XIII.  as 
shall  intrust  the  discipline  of  the  students  of  each  Department 
to  the  Dean  and  Faculty  of  that  Department,  save  that  sentences  of 
students  must  be  approved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Hebdom- 
adal Board  before  going  into  effect ;  acid  that  every  Dean  may  ap- 
point, with  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  such  Assistant 
Proctors  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  report  delinquencies 
of  the  sudents  of  that  Department  to  the  general  Proctor,  who,  at 
his  discretiour  may  report  them  to  the  Dean  of  the  Department; 
aod  making*  the  Dean  of  each  Department  the  responsible  guardian 
of  the  conduct  of  the  students-  of  hie  Department.

ORGAWJZATION. 

Although  there  are  indications  that  the  founders  of  this  TJniver 
aity  seem  to  hare  contemplated  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
co-ordinate  and  independent  schools,,  rather  than  of  co-ordinate  de- 
partments, composed  of  allied  and  dependent  schools,  subsequent 
legislation  of  the  Trustees,  growth  ofl  silent?,-  but  authoritative  cus- 
tom, and  the  necessities  of  practical  administration,  have,  however,, 
in  fact,  if  not  in  name,  divided  the  University  into  three  several 
departments*  to-wit :.  The  Theological,  the  Academic,  and  the 
Medical.     To  these  itis  hopedrin  course  of  time,  to  add  others. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  opinion  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  is,. 
that  the  Trustees  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  recognize,  by  specific 
legislation,,  the  fact'  that  the  University  is  an  organic  whoie,  living 
and  working  through  its  departments,  which,  in  their  turn,  live  and 
work  through  the  schools- of  which  they  are  composed.  It  would 
natuially  follow  from  such  a  conception  of  the  scope  of  the  institu- 
tion that  the  government  of  the  University,,  as  a  wh-ole,  would  re- 
main in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  the  latter  being  a  bodyr  representing  the  various  depart- 
ments in  such  measure  and  proportion  as  the  Trustees  should  see 
fit  to  determine.     It  would  be  impossible,  however,  for  this  elected. 


Body  to  legislate  for  the  various  departments  as  thoroughly  as  the- 
faculty  composed  of  all  the  full  professors  of  a  department.  It  isr 
therefore,  advisable  that  the  Trustees  authorize  the  division  of  the 
whole  body  of  active,  fall,  professors  of  the  University  into  facul- 
ties corresponding  to  the  said  departments,  each  under  a  Dean. 
To  these  faculties  should  be  entrusted  the  power  of  legislating  for 
their  respective  departmests  in  all  matters,,  not  involving  other  de- 
partments, and  not  contrary  to  existing  enactments  of  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  oirBoavd  of  Trustees.  All  legislation  of  such  fac- 
ulties, except  such  as  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  by 
special  legislation  of  the  Board  of  Tra**tees>  should  be  liable  to  re- 
vision by  the  Hebdomadal  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
should  require  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chauecllor  before  going 
into  effect,  akinttiOr  It  should  be  She  duty  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
to  lay  before  the  Hebdomadal  Board  all  legislative  acts  of  the 
various  faculties,,  to  which  he  sou  Id  not  eou;*ent,  and  the  legisla- 
tion should  stand  or  fell  1  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Hebdomadal* 
Board). 

It  is  believed;  that  tbe  abo-pe  system  of  organisation  will  be  as 
beneficial  to  tbe  University  as  the  combination  of  central  and  local 
governing  bodies  has  been  iSound  beneficial  in  this  country  to  both 
Church  and  State.  It  is  to  be  further  noted  that  nearly  every  Uni- 
versity in  the  world  has  an  organisation  similar  to  the  one  outlined 
above. 

DTSCrPtl^E. 

The  question  of  the  discipline  of  the  University  stands  to  the 
question  of  its  organization  much  as  a  corrolary  does  to  a  proposi- 
tion. "When  once  an  organization  into  departments  is  effected,  it 
will  be  proper  and"  feasible  to  intrust  the  discipline  of  the  students 
of  each  department  to  the  Dean  and  faculty  of  that  department. 
Disciplinary  laws,  affecting  the  whole  body  of  students,  should 
emanate  from  the  Hebdomadal  Board  ;  but  such  laws  will  neces- 
sarily be  few  and  general,  and  their  execution  can  be  safely  en- 
trusted to  the  authorities  of  the  various  departments. 

University  discipline  may  be  profitably  discussed  under  three 
heads,  according  as  it  applies  to  the  students  r  I,  in  lecture-room 
and  chapel  ;  2,  in  chambers  ;  3",  on  public  grounds. 

1.  Lecture-room  discipline  must  necessarily  be  left  to  the  indi- 
vidual professors  and  the  respective  faculties.      It  should  consist  of 
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warnings  by  tho  professor  and  dean,  and,  in  ease  of  gross  miscon- 
duct, of  suspension  for  various  periods.  All  sentences  of  suspen- 
sion to  be  approved  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  by  the  Hebdom- 
adal Board  before  going  into  effect.    • 

Chapel  discipline  should  be  primarily  in  the  hands  of  the  chap- 
lain and  the  chapel  proctor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancel • 
lor.  Cases  of  misconduct  should  be  reported  to  the  deans  of  the 
various  departments  through  the  general  proctor,  and  should  be 
treated  by  the  faculties  after  the  manner  laid  down  for  cases  of 
lecture  room  discipline. 

2.  Discipline  iu  chambers  should  be  primarily  in  the  hands  of 
Hall-Proctors  if  the  present  hall-system  be  continued,  said  proc- 
tors to  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  a  general  proctor. 
Cases  of  misconduct  should  be  reported  to  the  various  deaus,  and 
be  dealt  with  as  above.  Should  a  dormitory  and  commons  system 
be  introduced,  dormitory  proctors  may  take  the  place  of  hall  proc- 
tors. 

3.  Discipline  on  public  grounds  may  be  maintained  in  several 
ways.  Offenses  against  person  and  property,  cognizable  by  the 
law  of  the  State,  should  be  left  with  the  officers  of  the  law.  Should 
Sewanee  become  a  municipality,  offenses  against  municipal  law 
should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  proper  municipal  officers.  Offen- 
ses not  falling  under  the  above  heads,  such  as  smoking  on  public 
grounds,  etc.,  should  come  primarily  within  the  jurisdiction  of  one 
or  more  mountain  proctors,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor  or  general  proctor.  The  said  proctors  should  report  cases  of 
misconduct  to  the  general  proctor,  who  should,  in  turn,  report  to 
the  various  deans,  and  offenders  should  be  proceeded  against  as  in 
all  other  cases  of  discipline. 

It  is  believed  that  the  above  system  of  discipline  is  simple  and 
feasible.  That  it  will  be  more  effective  than  any  svstem  which 
throws  the  discipline  of  the  whole  University  into  the  hands  of  one 
or  two  men,  and  that  it  will  be  inexpensive  to  administer.  By  it, 
each  student  is  judged  by  the  faculty  of  his  own  department,  and 
unpleasant  friction  is  thereby  avoided.  The  dignity  of  the  office  of 
Vice-Chancellor  will  be  greatly  enhanced.  The  general  proctor, 
mentioned  above,  should  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  various  sub- 
proctors,  and  should  report  to  the  various  deans.  He  should, 
however,  beyond  his  power  of  discriminating  as  to  what  reports 
should  be  referred,  be  merely  a   reporting   and    registering  officer, 
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all  reprimanding  and  disciplining  being  left  to  deans  and  faculties. 
It  is  impossible  to  think  that  post-graduate  students,  in  law  and 
medicine,  will  submit  to  the  reprimands  of  an  officer  who  must  be 
always  regarded  as  specially  in  charge  of  undergraduate   students. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  it  was 

Resolved  (37),  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization 
on  the  subjects  of  organization  and  discipline  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  and  referred  for  consideration  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
its  next  annual  session. 

Resolved  (38),  That  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  as  refers  to  organization  aud  discipline  shall  be  printed  in 
the  Journal  of  Proceedings,  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization  on  those  two  subjects. 

The  Committee  on  Fiuance  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  : 

Report  of  Finance  Committee  on  Walsh    Memorial    Hall. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  financial  statement  of  the 
Committee  charged  with  the  building  of  the  ''  Walsh  Memorial 
Hall,"  and  find  it  correct. 

They  also  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  Prof.  B.  L.  Wig- 
gins for  his  admirable  superintendence  of  the  work,  and  their  ap- 
preciation to  Mr.  McRae  for  his  exact  and  conscientious  execution 
of  the  contract.  Your  Committee  feel,  that  thus  far,  the  work  has 
been  done  at  an  exceptionally  small  cost — they  understand  with 
serious  loss  to  the  contractor — aud  exceptionally  well. 

In  the  matter  of  furniture,  your  Committee  on  Fnauce  find  them- 
selves unable  to  make  an  appropriation.  Necessary  furniture,  of 
course,  must  be  purchased,  but  there  is  at  the  disposition  of  the 
Board  now  no  funds  which  may  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose 
It  has  been  intimated  that  Col.  Walsh  will  probably  add  to  his 
generous  donations  a  sufficient  sum  for  this  purchase,  and  your 
Committee  hope  that  happy  solution  of  the  question  will  be  had. 

Concerning  the  other  matters  of  the  report  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  made  no  report.  They  are  informed  that  here- 
tofore notices  of  this  character,  viz  :  Resolutions  of  thanks,  etc.,

"With  reference  to  the  representations  made  by  tbe  Hebdomadal 
Board  touching  the  removal  of  the  Gram  mar  School,  your  Commit- 
tee would  rereomtaa-eod  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions:: 

1.  That  tbe  Board  of  Trustees  have  received  tbe  discussion  of 
•the  subject  by  the  Hebdomadal  Beard  with  gmnuiue  interest,  and 
with  hearty  appreciation  of  the  admirable  reflections  there  pre- 
sented, but  are  constrained  to  declare  tfeat,  in  threir  judgment,  it  is 
essential  that  the  University,  at  least  for  the  present,  shall  con- 
tinue to  operate  a  Grammar  SefaooS  upon  some  $sart  of  its  existing 
domain. 

2.  That  the  separation  between  the  University  and  the  Gram-

students  to  the  Dormitory  system. 

3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  proceed, 
with  full  power  to  act,  to  erect  or  procure  said  Dormitory,  at  some 
place  on  the  present  domain  of  the  University,  at  greater  distance 
€rom  the  University  buildings  than  the  location  now  occupied  by 
■the  Grammar  School. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  consider  it  imperative  that  the 
discipline  ami  care  of  Grammar  School  students  in  such  a  Dormito- 
ry shall  be  -secured   by  the  residence  of  the  tutors  in  the  buildings 
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and  by  the  personal  presence  and  superintendence  of  the  Master  or 
tutors  in  the  study-hall  at  day  and  night;  that  the  Vice-Chancellor 
be  instructed  to  have  the  above  plan  executed,  and  to  have  it  now 
instituted,  as  far  as  possible,  pending  the  erection  of  the  Dormitory.

Resolved,  That  after  the  net  income  of  the  Grammar  School  shall 
have  exceeded  $1,000  per  annum,  the  profits  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  the  Board  and  the  Teachers,  proportionate  to  the 
schedule  of  appointed  salaries,  until  the  salaries  shall  reach  the 
sums  of  $2,500,  $1,500  and  $1,200,  respectively. 

The  salaries  of  additional  instructors,  as  from  time  to  time  de- 
manded, shall  be  paid  out  of  the  gross  income. 

Resolved,  That  all  students  of  the  Grammar  School  be  required 
to  hoard  at  certain  halls,  to  be  known  as  the  Grammar  School 
Halls,  which  shall  be  inspected  daily  by  the  Head  Master  aud  his 
Assistants,  and  strict  order  shall  be  maintained  therein  by  him  and 
them. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  ot  the  Whole  report- 
ed the  action  of  the  Committee  to  the  Board,  and,  on 
motion,  the  names  of  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Garden  and 
Hon.  Logan  E.  Bleckley  to  receive  the  degree  of  D.  C.  L., 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Degrees,  to  be  re- 
ported. 

Mr.  McBee  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year  consist  of  seven  members.  The  As- 
sistant Bishop  of  Alabama  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
these  words,  to-wit :  "  Two  Bishops,  two  Clerical  and 
three  Lay  members." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  as  was  also  the  original  mo- 
tion. 
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The  Board  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Executive 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Ala- 
bama presented  the  following  report,  The  report  was 
received,  and  the  resolutions  appended  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

This  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  memorial 
of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  other  physicians,  relating  to  the  Drug 
Store,  owned  hy  Mr.  Lovell  and  operated  by  Mr.  Nichols.  We 
find  that  there  is  wide-spread  dissatisfaction  with  the  management 
of  this  drag-store. 

The  complaint  is:  1st,  exorbitant  charges;  2nd,  unsatisfactory 
service. 

I.  With  respect  to  the  first,  your  Committee  learns,  from  a  re- 
port made  to  the  Board  in  1877,  by  Judge  Thompson,  that  in  the 
original  agreement  made  with  Mr.  Caldwell,  permitting  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  drug-store,  the  University  reserved  the  right  to  reg- 
ulate prices.  The  rights  and  privileges  accorded  to  Mr.  Caldwell 
were  transferred  to  Mr.  Lovell,  but  the  original  agreement  cannot 
now  be  found.  There  is.  therefore,  no  evidence  before  us,  except 
oral,  that  this  right  was  reserved  by  the  Universitv.  However,  a 
new  agreement  was  made  with  Mr.  Lovell  in  1883,"  in  which  noth- 
ing is  said  of  prices.  Tour  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
right  to  regulate  prices  cannot  now  be  established,  or,  if  establish- 
ed, is  so  difficult  of  exercise  as  to  be  impracticable. 

II.  As  to  the  charge  of  unsatisfactory  service,  vour  Committee 
is  covinced  that  it  is  amply  sustained  by  testimony" 

We  further  report,  that  in  the  agreement  made  with  Lovell  in 
1883,  the  said  Lovell  expressly  disclaims  for  himself,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  any  exclusive  privilege  to  conduct  a  drug-store  on  the  Uni- 
versity domain,  and  acknowledges  the  right  of  the  corporation 
either  to  establish  its  own  drug-store,  or  to  grant  the  same  privi- 
lege to  another. 

We  further  report,  for  the  information  of  this  Board,  that  the 
profits  of  this  drug-store,  with  its  adjuncts,  amount  to  about  $1,400 
a  year— according  to  the  statement  of  the  clerk  in  charge. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  and  after  consultation  with  the  Med- 
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ical  Faculty,  we  recommend  that  a  pharmacy  shall  be  established 
in  conjunction  with  the  commissary,  and  if  possible,  the  person  to 
be  chosen  to  have  charge  of  the  commissary  shall  be  a  competent 
druggist. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be,  and  it  is  hereby  em- 
powered, to  establish  a  pharmacy,  either  in  conjunction  with  the 
commissary,  or  with  the  Medical  Department.  <>f  the  Dm versify,  as 
may  be  found  most  expedient;  provided,  however,  that  it' the  pres- 
ent drug-store  is  hereafter  conducted  in  a  manner  wholly  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Executive  Committee  and  to  the  Medical  Faculty,  the 
establishment  of  said  pharmacy  may  be  postponed  in  tin;  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

By  similar  consent,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Board  and  Boarding  Houses  was  received,  and  the  reso- 
lution appended  adopted.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  on  Board  and  Boarding  Houses  beg 
to  report  as  follows  : 

It  has  examined  a  number  of  the  boarding  houses  and  find  them 
in  general  good  condition,  and  from  the  information  obtained,  it 
understands  that  a  good  supply  of  wholesome  food  is  furnished. 

It  finds,  however,  that  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Board,  as  to  inspecting  halls,  separating  into  different  halls, 
students  of  the  Universitj'  from  students  of  the  Grammar  School, 
tbo  <  it ablishing  of  commons  or  mess  hall,  and  the  payment  for 
damage  done  property  by  students,  have  not  been  fully  carried  out. 
It  finds  the  price  of  board,  washing,  fuel  and  lights  about  twenty- 
two  dollars  per  month,  of  twenty-eight  days,  which,  to  the  stud<  nt, 
amounts,  in  round  figures,  to  $24  per  month,  of  thirty  days.  Con- 
sequently, the  well-to-do,  and  rich  onlj',  can  educate  their  boys  at 
Sewanee.  The  sons  of  the  wealthy  do  not  fill  our  chancels.  The 
great  aim  and  prime  cause  of  existence  of  the  University  of  the 
South  are  to  educate  and  train  the  growth  of  the  Southern  States, 
and  of  our  country.  The  men  that  move  the  world  often  come 
from  the  ordinary  walks  of  life,  whose  parents  are  not  able  to  give 
them  an  expensive  education  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  of  great,  if  not  vital   importance   to  the  ad- 
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vancement  of  the  Church,  in  that  portion  of  our  common  country 
naturally  tributary  to  tttis  Institution,  to  use  ways  and  means  to 
lessen  the  cost  of  education  at  Sewanee,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
be  instructed  to  continue  his  efforts  to  obtain  board  at  a  cost  of 
$12.50  per  month,  or  even  less  than  that  amount.  We  see  now  no 
way  of  securing  this  but  by  the  establishment  of  Mess  or  Commons 
Hall.

The  rents,  upon  the  leased  property,  heing  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment of  our  bonded  indebtedness,  it  is  important  that  thev  be 
punctually  collected,  and  not  allowed  to  get  in  arrears,  usually  so 
difficult  to  collect,  and  often  compromised  for  a  less  sum  than  the 
amount  due.  These  rents  are  very  low  when  considered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  practical  exemption  of  the  tenants  from  the  expenses 
of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  represent  a  low  rate  of  interest  upon 
the  value  of  the  ground  leased.  The  conditions  are  not  onerous, 
and  should  be  promptly  complied  with  as  to  the  time  of  payment.' 
As  several  of  the  Fraternities  have  allowed  their  rentals  to  get  very 
much  in  arrears,  we  recommend  that  the  Commissioner  be  allowed 
to  compromise  their  arrearages,  and  that  henceforth  all  rents  be 
collected  promptly,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  leases.  As  the 
monies  received  for  leases  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
of  our  bonded  indebtedness,  we  cannot  justly  change  or  reduce  the 
terms,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lots  occupied  by  the 
Fraternity  houses  are  generally  choice  and  selected  lots.  We  feel 
confident  that  the  students  will  cheerfully  assist  in  this  manner  in 
promoting  the  welfare  of  the  University. 

We  approve  of  the  permission  given  to  Gen.  B.  Kirby-Smith  to 
advance  his  enclosure  to  the  lines  of  the  extension  of  the  Avenue 
m  front  of  him,  and  recommend  that  similar  permission  be  given  to 
the  A.  T.  0.  and  Mrs.  Galleher. 

We  recommend  that  the  origiual  names  given  to  all  the  springs, 
views,  bluffs,  etc.,  be  maintained  and  recognized  and  properly 
given  in  all  reports  and  official  documents,  these  names  having 
been  given  to  perpetuate  the  names  and  members  of  the  founders 
and  benefactors  of  the  University. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  all  the  books  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  Hodgson  Library  Building  to  the  Convocation 
House,  as  well  as  the  book-cases,  and  have  been  arranged  and  clas- 
sified, in  the  upper  part  of  the  Hall,  by  Prof.  B.  W.  Wells. 

The  number  of  volumes  reported  as  being  in  the  Library  at  the 
date  of  the  last  annual  report  in  1891  was,  in  all,  29,521  volumes, 
besides  several  thousand  pamphlets.

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The  Library  now  contains  -31,821  volumes,  an<£  in  some  depart- 
partraents  is  very  rich  in  valuable  works. 

The  report  of  Prof.  B.  W.  Wells  contains  many  valuable  sugges 
tions  in  reference  to  the  Library,  which  we  hope  may  be  carried 
out.  We  recommend  that  each  head  of  School  or  Department  be 
•allowed  to  select  from  the  duplicate  copies  of  books  in  the  Library 
such  books  as  he  may  deem  useful  for  the  use  of  his  Department; 
that  the  Theological  Department  be  allowed  to  form  a  Theological 
Library  from  duplicates  and  books  now  in  class  rooms  ;  but  where 
no  duplicate  exists  such  lsoo-ks  be  placed  in  the  University  Library. 

We  recommend  that  -fee  Vice-ChaRoeRor  be  instructed  to  have 
the  books  in  the  Library  properly  catalogued  whenever  tie  Execu- 
tive Committee  find  that  there  are  funds  in  hand  for  such  purpose, 
and  that  an  Acting  Librarian  be  appointed  by  the  Vice- Chancel- 
lor ;  that  the  Vice- Cham ceilor,    Prof.  B.  TV,  Welle,  and  the  Libra 
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rian  wnen  appointed,  be  a  Committee  to  supervise  the  Library,  and 
to  frame  such  regulations  as  may  be  advisable  for  its  use. 

In  reference  to  the  request  of  the  Bean  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment that  the  Hodgson  Library  Building  may  be  occupied  by 
Theological  students,  we  approve  of  the  same  as  a  temporary 
measure,  no  alternations  being  made  of  such  building. 

St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall  is  provided  with  accommodations  for 
36  students,  if  all  the  lodging  rooms  were  devoted  to  this  purpose. 
It  was  not  originally  intended  that  it  should  be  used  for  family  use, 
or  boarding  the  students.  One  sett  of  rooms  is  now  properly  oc- 
cupied by  a  Professor.  Several  others  are  occupied  by  the  family 
of  the  boarding-house  keeper,  and  other  than  Theological  students. 
We  think,  that  as  the  increase  of  Theological  students  will  soon  re- 
quire all  the  lodging  room  in  the  building,  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  transferring  the  boarding  department  to  out- 
side quarters,  either  to  some  other  boarding  house,  or  to  a  buildin<r 
erected  on  the  premises  for  that  purpose,  which,  we  think,  could 
be  put  up  at  a  cost  of,  say  $3,000,  and  would  be  preferable,  if  funds 
•can  be  furnished  for  its  erection. 

The  chapel  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  increasing  the  size  of 
the  openings  in  the  transepts,  giving  more  ventilation  and  more 
ught  to  the  body  of  the  Church.  The  choir  and  chancel  also  should 
be  better  ventilated.  We  commend  the  efforts  of  the  Ladies' 
Chapel  Guild  towards  its  care  and  improvement,  and  recommend 
that  such  alterations  be  made  as  may  seem  advisable  under  the 
•direction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  matter  of  litigation,  as  to 
the  trespass  upon  our  lands  and  proposed  compromise,  be  left  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  connection  with  that  part  of  the  report,  relative  to  reservation 
of  the  domain,  etc.,  the  Committee  make  the  following  further  rec~ 
ommendation  : 

That  a  street  50  feet  wide  be  opened  from  the  circle  adjoining  the 
east  line  of  Mrs.  Ewing's  lot,  southerly  to  the  street  leading  from 
University  Avenue  to  the  cemetery,  aod  that  the  present  street  lead- 
ing from  University  avenue,  opposite  Mrs.  Galleher's  lot.  to  the 
circle  be  closed  as  a  public  road,  gates  to  be  placed  at  each  end  of 
the  same,  and  that  all  the  grounds  comprised  as   the   drill   ground 
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eeclosure,  east  of  the  extension  of  University  avenue,  be  thrown 
wto  the  St.  Luke  enclosure. 

The  Committee  report  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  reference  to  the  reservation  of  lands  of  lease  to  be  made 
of  portions  of  the  domain  for  the  use  of  the  University  for  parks, 
buildings,  etc.,  be  adopted,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  aud 
Lands  be  directed  to  conform  strictly  to  the  same,  aud  that  he  be 
directed  to  cause  the  same  to  be  distinctly  marked,  when  not  al- 
ready uuder  enclosure. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  extension  of  University  avenue,  in  front 
of  Tremlett  Hall,  be  laid  out  and  opened,  and  the  fences  around 
the  enclosure  of  the  drill  grounds  be  kept  closed  as  drive  ways. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  application  of  J.  H.  Gilliam  to  open  a 
♦  coal  mine  upon  University  lands   be  referred  to   the   Commissioner 

of  Buildings  and  Lands,  with  power  to  act,  provided  that  the  same 
be  opened  at  the  sole  expense  of  said  Gilliam,  without  recourse  or 
allowance  of  any  expense  of  the  same,  and  a  royalty  be  paid  on  all 
eoal  mined,  not  less  than  one  cent  per  bushel,  and  such  lease 
not  to  exceed  three  years. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  litigation  with  W.  J.  Ben- 
nett for  trespass  upon  our  lands,  and  proposed  compromise,  be  left 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Lands,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee,  it  being  understood  that  no  consent  will  be  given 
to  alternate  any  portion  of  our  domain  lying  within  its  exterior 
boundaries  or  conveyed  to  us  by  executing  deeds. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lauds  be 
instructed  to  secure  to  the  University  so  much  at  least  of  the  lands 
lying  south-east  of  our  lines  as  lies  above  the  bluff  of  Lost  Cove. 

6.  Resolved.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be 
authorized  to  arrange  for  arrearages  of  rents  of  Fraternities  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendations  of  this  report  relative  thereto. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  original  names  given  to  all  the  springs, 
views,  bluffs,  etc.,  be  maintained  and  recognized,  as  indicated  on 
Maj.  Fairbanks'  map  of  1870,  and  that  the  same  be  always  adhered 
to  in  all  reports  and  official  documents,  their  names  having  been 
given  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  founders  and  benefactors  of 
the  University. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  given  to 
Rev.  J.  E.  David,  Rev.  F.  A.   DeRosset,    Rev.   J.   A.  Stephenson. 
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R«v.  Aristides  K.  Smith,  Mrs.  Amelia  Barr  and  the  other  persons 
named  in  this  report,  who  have  donated  valuable  gifts  of  books  to 
the  University  Library,  and  to  Mr.  Dnndar  Lippincott  for  valuable 
portraits. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  this  report,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Library,  be  carried  out  as  therein  expressed. 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be,  and  are  hereby 
given,  to  Prof.  B.  W.  Wells  for  the  valuable  labor  he  has  bestowed 
upon  the  Library,  and  his  intelligent  recommendations  in  reference 
thereto. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  be 
authorized  to  place  Theological  students  in  the  Hodgson  Library 
building  temporarily,  but  no  material  alterations  to  be  made  in 
such  building. 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
take  the  necessary  measures  to  remove,  as  early  as  practicable,  the 
house-keeping  and  boarding  department  of  St.  Luke's  Hall  from 
that  building,  either  by  arranging  lor  the  same  with  some  occupants 
of  other  buildangs,  or  the  erection  of  a  dining  hall,  kitchen  and 
housekeepers'  apartments  near  St.  Lukes,  when  funds  can  be  had 
for  that  purpose. 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands 
open  a  new  street  from  the  circle  at  a  point  near  Mrs.  E wing's  lot 
to  the  street  leading  to  the  cemetery,  and  that  the  present  street 
or  road  leading  from  opposite  Mrs.  Galleher's  lot  to  the  circle  past 
the  north  end  of  St.  Luke's  be  closed  as  a  public  road  and  made  a 
private  road,  to  be  shut  off  with  gates,  and  that  the  old  drill  ground 
enclosure  be  thrown  into  the  St.  Luke  grounds. 

This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be 
requested  to  give  more  attention  to  the  keeping  of  the  University 
grounds  in  order,  especially  near  the  University  buildings,  furnish- 
ing proper  drainage  and  repairs  of  side- walks.

He  was  a  no- 
ble man,  fearless  and  tender,  loyal  and  true.  On  the  field  of  bat- 
tle, in  the  forum  and  in  the  chancel,  always  and  everywhere,  he 
was  the  champion  of  the  truth,  the  defender  of  that  committed  to 
his  trust,  the  advocate  of  that  which  he  believed  to  be  right. 

Our  council  chamber  misses  the  melody  of  his  voice,  the  resist- 
less impulse  of  his  burning  words,  the  compelling  power  of  his  log- 
ical reasoning.  We  mourn  his  loss,  but  we  give  thanks  that  God 
did  give  him  to  us  for  the  years  he  lived,  and  pray  that  with  Bin* 
we  may  bear  the  full  fruition  of  the  glorious  Godhead.
